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LOCAL MEN FORCED TO YIELD 


ISSUE WAS DRAWN AT MUNCIE 





Companies Displayed a Very Firm At- 
titude Which Will Affect Agents 
in Other Cities 





Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 29.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—It seems likely that 
the surrender of the Muncie agents 
after a stiff fight to maintain what they 
considered their rights will affect agents 
elsewhere. The Bluffton skirmish 
where the union companies showed 
their teeth, also indicates that the com- 
panies are prepared to involve the 
whole state if necessary. 

Companies Want Rate Power 


Regardless of all arguments from the 
agency side, and many of them are 
plausible, the companies reserve the 
right to name the cost of their insur- 
ance. They claim to have the experi- 
ence that enables them to say what 
schedules and rates are necessary. 

The agents at Muncie delayed action 
on the new rates and then adopted 
them under conditions that the com- 
panies would not approve. Hence last 
week the ultimatum was carried to 
Muncie for the agents to adopt the 
rates without condition at once or suf- 
fer the loss of their companies. 

Would Have a Salaried Manager 


The plan was to appoint a salaried 
manager to represent the union compa- 
nies and rip the vitals out of the town. 
It was a drastic mission on which the 
field men were sent. In order to save 
themselves the locals had to yield to 
the pressure and the new rates will go 
into effect Nov. 1. 

Will Force Issue in Other Points 


Now the forces move on to Kendall- 
ville and the word has gone forth that 
there will be no further temporizing. 
Either the new rates must be adopted 
or the agents will lose their compa- 
nies. 

There is a feeling down in the state, 
following the visit of the union field 
men to Chicago, that the managers 
there are about convinced that they 
have been toyed with by the nonunion 
managers. It is said that the nonunion 
magnates have not tried to get their 
field men in line, although they told 
the union they would. 

Agents Pretty Much at Sea 

It cannot be denied but that the divi- 
sion in the insurance camp in the state 
has been the main cause in the dilatory 
tactics of the local agents. It was a 
question if the agents adopted the rates 
whether the nonunion brethren would 
require their agents to get them. 

Putnam’s Inquiry Was Ignored 

The field men were advised of the 
advices from Secretary Putnam of the 
National Association of Local Agents 
to the Western Union asking if the 
newspaper accounts of the Indiana 
troubles correctly mirrored the situa- 
tion. The union specials say that Sec- 
retary Putnam’s inquiry was ignored by 
the governing committee and it did not 
meet with a favorable reception. The 
committee seemed to think that the

MR. BLACK WELDER RETIRES 


LEAVES SERVICE OF NIAGARA 





Veteran Manager of the Western De- 
partment Has Been Conspic- 
uous in Western Affairs 





Word was received from New York 
this week and was confirmed that I. S. 
Blackwelder, for nearly twenty-seven 
years western manager of the Niagara 
Fire, will retire from its service Jan. 1. 
This announcement will cause keen re- 
gret on the part of Mr. Blackwelder’s 
wide circle of friends throughout the 
country and especially in the western 
insurance field, where he has long been 
a commanding figure. 

Mr. Blackwelder is a westerner by 
birth, education and training. He was 
born down in Montgomery county, III, 
near Litchfield, March 8, 1840. His 
father was one of the early pioneers of 
Illinois, settling in Montgomery county 
in 1833. Mr. Blackwelder has a splen- 
did line of ancestors, his grandfather 
having been a soldier in the Revolution, 
enlisting from North Carolina. 

Been Prominent in Western Affairs 


There has not been an important 
movement in connection with western 
underwriting for many years but Mr. 
Blackwelder has taken a prominent part 
in it. He has belonged to the older 
class of managers but has kept abreast 
with the times. In the Western Union 
his counsel and activities have been 
particularly notable. He has served on 
the various important committees and 
for many years has been a potent factor 
in legislative work. He has been chair- 
man of the governing committee and a 
member during different administra- 
tions. 

In 1902 he was elected president of 
the Western Union, serving in that 
capacity for two years. Mr. Blackwel- 
der has been particularly known for his 
conservatism and saneness in his ad- 
vice, but he has never hesitated to take 
a strong stand where it was necessary. 
There was never any occasion to in- 
quire as to where he or his company 
stood in any important matter and the 
finger of suspicion has never been di- 
rected at him. His administration of 
his company has been a well ordered 
one and at all times he has kept its 
operations on a high plane. 

Has Helped Many Men 


There are many men in the business, 
from clerk or local agent up to com- 
pany executive, who have been helped 
and encouraged by Mr. Blackwelder. 
He has been a father to some men in 
the business who have gone to him 
many times to get his advice. Mr. 
Blackwelder has a large heart and his 
generosity has many, many times been 
evidenced even to his personal detri- 
ment. 

Mr. Blackwelder has always been a 
faithful member of the Fire Under- 
writers’ Association of the Northwest 
and he is the oldest living ex-president. 
At the last meeting his voice was heard 
in the deliberations of that body.

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REVOKES UNION’S LICENSE 


RITTENHOUSE TAKES ACTION 





Colorado Commissioner as Result of 
Examination Excludes Old Phila- 
delphia Company from His State 





Denver, Colo., Oct. 30.—(Special)— 
Insurance Commissioner Rittenhouse 
today gave out a copy of a letter he 
wrote on Oct. 25 to William Muir, 
president of the Union of Philadelphia, 
revoking that company’s Colorado li- 
cense, as a result of the recent exam- 
ination by the department. Mr. Rit- 
tenhouse holds that by reason of the 
Union’s contract with the Underwriters 
Securities Corporation, the Union is im- 
paired. The letter is in part as follows: 


I hand you with this a copy of the report of 
Examiner A. G. Hann upon the examination 
recently made of your company by this depart- 
ment. 

Among the important facts brought to my at- 
tention _by this investigation are the following: 

The incomplete condition of your records, 
owing to which we were unable to correctly cal- 
culate your unearned premium liability. 

2. he contract between the Union Fire and 
Underwriters Securities Corporation by which 
your company contracts a liability amounting to 
about $530,000. 

8. Your failure to report any part of this 
liability to the department in your last annual 
statement. 


Contract With Securities Corporation 


After pointing out the condition of 
the company’s records, making quick 
computation of reinsurance reserve im- 
possible, and stating that the company 
included in its last statement as assets 
agents’ balances more than _ three 
months due, the commissioner says: 


The records of the Pennsylvania Fire Insur- 
ance Company show that your company owes on 
account of reinsurance, as a result of the San 
Francisco conflagration, about $530,000. The 
copy of the contract between your company and 
the General Trust Company, since reincorporated 
as the Underwriters Securities Corporation, 
shows that your company transferred this San 
Francisco liability from the Pennsylvania Fire 
to the trust company, and another contract be- 
tween the trust company and the Pennsylvania 
Fire Insurance —s shows that the latter 
company approved the transfer of your indebt- 
edness to the trust company. 


Surplus Is a Liability 


After quoting from the contracts 
mentioned, Mr. Rittenhouse continues: 


In this contract your company promises to 
pay on account of your San Francisco reinsur- 
ance loss (now about $530,000) any surplus 
which your company may accumulate over and 
above all other abilities at any time the securi- 
ties corporation may demand payment, until the 
entire amount is paid. This clearly and spe- 
cifically makes any surplus you may have a 
direct liability, end the balance of the debt a 
contingent liability. 

Your contract in the second section specificall 
recognizes the surplus as a liability. nasmuc 
as this contract permits the trust or securities 
corporation to demand this surplus at any time, 
which may be every day, if it so elects, it 
makes every cent of profit or surplus a liability, 
automaticall from the moment — it is accu- 
mulated. Therefore, with your capital, re- 
serves and surplus all made saaithel ally direct 
liabilities, there is - absolutely no fund from 
which you can, for instance, pay your current 
expenses, without impairing your capital. 


Holds Company Is Impaired 


As near as the examiner could ascertain, the 
amount which would ordinarily represent your 
surplus and which you had on the date of his 
examination was $113,280.88, which he has ver 
correctly charged as a direct liability, which 
leaves you without any working sur 
Dec. 31, 1906, you reported to this eplus. On 
a surplus over all liabilities of $125,801.36. If 
this is correct, your capital is now impaired to 
the extent of the difference between this amount 
and the amount of surplus reported by the re- 
cent examination. In fact, with this contract 
in existence, I do not see how you can spend 
any money without impairing your capital, be- 
cause the moment you accumulate a cent of 
profit this contract makes it the property of the 
securities corporation. 


Securities Corporation Defaults 


The securities corporation by defaulting in its 
second payment to the Pennsylvania. company, 
has lost its ownership of the majority of the 
stock of your company. It might be said that 
so long as the securities corporation owned 
your company it would be to its interests to 
allow your surplus to accumulate, but to reim- 
burse it for its loss it may now be said to 
have a motive for demanding the surplus as it 
is earned. 

This situation is in no way affected by the 
fact that you are alleged to own the control 
of the General Insurance & Investment Com- 
pany, which owns the control of the Under- 
writers Securities Corporation, which, in turn, 
owned the control of the Union Fire Insurance 
Company and the Insurance company of the

LATE LIFE NEWS OF INDIANA 





Reserve Loan Life Will Begin Man- 
damus Proceedings in Illinois 
to Get License 





Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 30.—(Special) 
The Reserve Loan Life of this city will 
apply for a mandamus to endeavor to 
force the Illinois department to issue a 
license on the ground that there is 
nothing in the Illinois laws that em- 
powers the department to shut out 
companies because of special contracts. 
If the suit is futile, the company will 
demand of the Indiana auditor retalia- 
tory measures. 

Superintendent Potter of Illinois took 
action, he says, not because the Re- 
serve Loan issued special contracts, but 
that the holders of these contracts par- 
ticipate in all the net profit of the com- 
pany. Thus policyholders in Illinois, 
he declares, would be forced to con- 
tribute to contract holders of other 
states. 


The refusal of the Indiana auditor of 
state to admit the Mutual Protective 
League of Illinois as a fraternal bene- 
ficiary association was upheld by the 
supreme court today. The statute ex- 
cepts from the operation of the insur- 
ance law such associations if they “have 
the lodge system with ritualistic form 
of work,” but forbids them to “employ 
paid agents in soliciting or procuring 
members except in organization or 
building up of subordinate bodies orf 
granting members inducements to pro- 
cure new members.” 

The court decided the league did not 
comply with the first rule and has been 
violating the second.

Owing to a variance in rates in dwell 
ings in different cities, THe WESTERN 
UNDERWRITER presents in compact form 
a comparison of the rates in the main 
centers. The following is more de- 
tailed information relative to rates in 
each city: 

Kansas City 

In Kansas City, Mo., the rate on a 
brick with approved roof is 25 cents 
with shingle roof 30 cents. On a brick 
veneer or iron clad with shingle roof 
the rate is 35 cents. On frame or brick 
veneer with approved roof the rate is 
30 cents; with shingle roof, 40 cents. 
Contents on all classes take dwelling 
rates. 

Milwaukee 

In Milwaukee the rate on a detached 
brick is 25 cents, veneer 30 cents, frame 
40 cents. If the dwelling is exposed 
within 10 feet to a mercantile risk the 
rate is 50 cents on brick and 60 cents 
on veneer and frame. 

Pittsburg 

In Pittsburg the rate on a brick is 
35 cents, on cement 40 cents, on frame 
45 cents. 

Detroit 

In Detroit frame, shingle roof, de- 
tached dwellings take a rate of 35 cents 
for one year or 65 cents for three. For 
five years the rate is three times the 
annual rate less 734 cents. If a frame 
building has a slate roof the rate is 5 
cents less. A brick exposure under 10 
feet is 5 cents extra. A frame exposure 
under 10 feet is 10 cents extra. The 
rate on detached brick dwelling with 
slate or metal roof is 25 cents for one 
year or 45 cents for three, and for five 
years three times the annual less 7% 
cents. Same charges for exposures as 
apply to frame dwellings. If a brick 
dwelling has a shingle roof the rate 
is increased 5 cents. Private barns are 
not considered exposures. Brick 
veneered buildings are the same as 
frame. The contents of dwellings take 
the same rate as the dwellings. 

Cleveland 

In Cleveland the rate on brick with 
approved roof is 25 cents; with shingle 
roof, 30 cents. The rate on frame 
slate roof, is 30 cents; with shingle 
roof, 35 cents. Dwellings exposed by 
other dwellings or barns within 10 feet 
add 5 cents to annual basis rate for 
one year for each exposure, doubling 
the result for three years and tripling 
it for five years. Risks detached 15 
feet or more from other exposures may 
take an annual basis 5 cents less than 
above rates. 

Philadelphia 

On bricks in Philadelphia the rate is 
10, 20 and 30 cents for one, three and 
ve years; on-frames 25, 50 and- 75 
cents for one, three and five years.

The rate on brick in New York City

ELECTRICAL INSPECTORS MEET 





Experts on Wiring and Hazards Enjoy 
a Profitable Program at Third 
Annual Convention 





St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 28.—(Special 
Correspondence) — The anti - crossed- 
wire aggregation, known as the West- 
ern Association of Electrical Inspec- 
tors, held an interesting three days’ 
session in this city last week, it being 
the third annual convention. Thirty- 
five delegates were present. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected for the en- 
suing year: 

President—E. R. Townsend, Chicago. *

"“Secoctary and Treasurer—Wm. S. Boyd, Chi- 
i Committee—The foregoing officers 
and Fred Dustin, Minneapolis, chairman; W. C. 
Stewart, St. Joseph, Mo.; Waldemar Michaelsen, 
Omaha; F. D. Varnam, St. Paul, F. R. Daniel, 
Indianapolis; J. H. Montgomery, Detroit. 

The retiring president, Waldemar 
Michaelsen, of Omaha, spoke on the 
subject of opera house wiring and 
pointed out the necessity of keeping 
abreast of the times in all improve- 
ments for the safeguarding of such pub- 
lic gathering places from fires, due to 
defective wiring. 

The report of the committee on the 
national electrical code, recommending 
its adoption by the association, was 
adopted. The code being drawn up by 
the underwriting interests was consid- 
ered especially strong. 

Dana Pierce, electrical engineer of 
the Underwriters Laboratories in Chi- 
cago, read a paper on “Approved Elec- 
trical Fittings,” in which he urged the 
maintenace of such a high standard of 
inspection as to deserve the greatest 
confidence of those interested. 

H. B. Gear, general inspector of the 
Chicago Edison Company, protested 
against the policy of allowing the use of 
poles by two companies, one of which 
might carry a current much heavier 
than the other and urged the adoption 
of strict rules for places where heavily 
charged wires cross those carrying 
lighter currents. 

Speaking on “Flexible Cords for Pen- 
dants,” H. T. Wreaks, of the wire in- 
spection bureau of New York, urged 
the use of a larger amount of vulcan- 
ized rubber on the wires and, to pre- 
vent a continuation of the practice of 
knotting the wires, suggested that solid 
wire should be used instead of stranded 
wire. He recommended the formula- 
tion of a set of uniform rules by a 
board of inspection, composed of in- 
spectors and large electrical appliance 
manufacturers, as an important protec- 
tive provision. 

State Fire Marshal Edward Peterson 
addressed the convention, assuring the 
delegates of the hearty cooperation of 
his department in the work of the in- 
spectors wherever assistance on his 
part could be rendered. 

Fergus P. Gough sounded a note of 
warning in the matter of window il- 
luminating. “In attempting to make 
show windows attractive,” he said, 
“such material as decorative paper, cel- 
luloid, cotton batting and light fabric 
of various kinds are used, which, to- 
gether with the average show window 
display, makes a condition almost in- 
viting an outbreak of fire. The most 
effective way to eliminate the fire haz- 
ard is to do away with temporary light- 
ing and to install the display lighting 
system. It is the exceptional window 
that the well arranged permanent light- 
ing system will not light in a satisfac- 
tory manner.”

There had been all sorts of influence 
brought on Secretary Brooks by friends 
of the aspirants. One man came from 
Pittsburg to Chicago to use his influ- 
ence to swing the company in one of 
the nonunion general agencies in the 
latter city. 

Mr. Brooks is not prepared to say 
just what he will do until he consults 
with the other officers. He has not 
decided whether the California will en- 
ter the Western Union or not. That 
decision will have much to do with de- 
termining its more important western 
appointments. If the company chooses 
to open a regular department it may 
go into an established office, union or 
nonunion, as the case may be when its 
policy for this section is shaped up. 

Secretary Brooks says he has re- 
ceived some very flattering estimates in 
figures from would-be general agents 
as to the business they could do. 

The company has in mind also the 
advisability of appointing a supervising 
special for the west to establish agents 
in the best points with the idea later 
on of opening a department.

Ohio Inspection Bureau Issues New 
Advisory Tariff and Points Out 
Defects Needing Correction 





The Ohio Inspection Bureau has is- 
sued a new advisory tariff for Hamil- 
ton, Ohio. The change from the old 
rates is in general upward, the in- 
creases in some cases being 75 percent. 
Some of the general causes for these 
advances will be found in the fact that 
the inspectors found the intake pipe 
at the waterworks poorly installed and 
its joints leaking; that the outside elec- 
tric wiring has been installed for twen- 
ty years and is in bad condition; that 
high tension and low tension wires are 
in close proximity and badly installed; 
that some of the alleys are blocked 
with networks of wires interfering with 
the operations of the fire department; 
that inside wiring is below the standard 
of safety, antiquated material being in 
use and modern safeguards being ab- 
sent, and show window wiring is 
hazardous. There is also a conflagra- 
tion hazard, of which Manager Sellers 
says: 

The congested section covers all property lying 
between Ludlow street at the onth and Market 
street at the north, and between the Miami river 
west and Fifth street east, comprising nine city 
blocks of ordinary area and constituting prac- 
tically two possible conflagration districts. Dis- 
trict No. 1 covers all property north, and dis- 
trict No. 2 all property south of of High street 
within the above-described limits. The division 
between the two districts is made because of 
the width of High street (120 feet). The con- 
struction will average 25 per cent a - 


frontage is solid, but the rears are mostl — = 
with numerous frame outbuildi large 
livery and feed stables. A genera deficiency is 
ated in brick —- especially in thickness 
of walls, and very few standard fire walls. 
There is no individual fire protection of any 
consequence. The construction in general is of 
—_ ordinary class, and it is very probable that 
re of large proportion would spread rapidly 
within the boundaries of the above describe 
tricts. The conflagration hazard of each dis- 
trict is serious. Fire-fighting facilities are fair 
for a city of the size, but improvements are 
very necessary to make the department efficient. 
On account of the large number of frame build- 
ings, defective — and no restricting 
a conditions in general are below the 
average of a city of this size. 


Manager Sellers recommends the 
adoption of a rigid municipal ordinance 
forbidding the erection of frame or 
ironclad buildings in the congested 
business district, with provisions for 
enforcing same, and the establishment 
of a fire limit covering the above sec- 
tion. Ordinances are also needed to 
restrict the storage of volatile oils and 
explosives, also prohibiting the use of 
rubber-tube connections to gas stoves, 
etc., use of swinging gas jets, moving 
picture machines, except when enclosed 
in a fireproof booth, and laws govern- 
ing electrical construction for which the 
National Electrical Code is recom- 
mended as the standard.

BAD PRACTICES AT CLEVELAND 








Agents Complain of Rate Cutting and 
Rebating But Convictions Are 
Hard to Secure 





Agents still complain of rate cutting, 
rebating and other forms of unprofes- 
sional conduct in Cleveland, and it is 
even asserted that one or two offices 
are doing such business without the 
precaution of keeping it under cover. 
With most of the agents who resort 
to such methods of getting business 
care has been taken to cover their 
tracks well, so that in the event they 
are discovered no actual proof can be 
brought against them. Owing to the 
peculiar policy of the local organization 
nothing can be done in such cases un- 
less the governing board takes the re- 
sponsibility of action and trusts to luck 
to protect the board in it. While every 
member of the exchange may be mo- 
rally certain that a man is violating his 
obligation as a member, it is never 
altogether safe to inflict a penalty with- 
out absolute proof of his conduct. 


Fire in the plant of the Glidden Var- 
nish Company Saturday night created 
some excitement and for an hour the 
firemen were rather uncertain whether 
they would be able to control it or not. 
In this connection it may be said that 
Cleveland has some of the best varnish 
plants in the world, considered from an 
underwriting standpoint. The varnish 
manufacturers have made a point of 
constructing all new buildings and mak- 
ing all alterations and repairs with an 
eye to getting the best insuratice rates 
possible, with the result that they have 
bettered matters for the underwriters 
to a great extent. 


The hazard of moving picture ma- 
chines was forcibly proven in Cleve- 
land a few days ago when the films in 
a French machine located on West 
25th street caught fire and an explo- 
sion resulted. A panic in the little 
theater resulted and only by hard work 
on the part of employes prevented a 
number of accidents. The fire depart- 
ment was called to extinguish the blaze.

WITH DETROIT LOCAL AGENTS 
Companies Sometimes Deceived by De- 
fective Forms—Agent’s Scheme 
Did Not Work Satisfactorily 





Detroit, Mich., Oct. 28.—(Special Cor- 
respondence)—In writing insurance 
sometimes the companies are deceived 
in the kind of business written on ac- 
count of the form. The other day a 
friend of mine was soliciting some in- 
surance on a dwelling. He made the 
rate but was informed it was entirely 
too high. “Why, the rate you make 
is more than the party across the street 
pays for his butcher shop.” My friend 
said that couldn’t be. In order to sat- 
isfy the agent they went across the 
street and on request the policy cover- 
ing the frame mercantile risk was 
shown. It read, “amount insured, 
$2,000; premium, $18.00; term 3 years” 
and was described as “the two story 
frame building situated, etc.” Nothing 
in the form would indicate the occu- 
pancy other than for dwelling purposes. 
The building was exposed by another 
frame used for grocery purposes. The 
daily report examiner was probably de- 
ceived by the form. The policy is in 
force anyway. 


A gentleman had a practical illustra- 
tion of the danger of hanging electric 
wires over hooks. He was warned not 
to allow it in his building. To show, 
however, that there was no danger, he 
took hold of the wire and attempted to 
pull it through a screw eye that held it 
in place. All at once he had a blaze 
that scorched the partition and demon- 
strated to his satisfaction that there 
was a serious danger in having electric 
wires hanging on hooks. He at once 
began cleaning house. It was shown 
that had this wire been pulled by acci- 
dent when no one was around to put 
out the fire, the insurance companies 
would have had an adjustment to make 
and he would have been put out of bus- 
iness. 


These days of strong competition all 
kinds of means are used to get business, 
the principal factor is cutting rates or 
giving off commissions which, of 
course, is the same as cutting. Some 
agents, however, follow another lead 
which does not reflect much credit to 
them nor will it win in the end. Of 
course insurance as well as all other 
business followed must be progressive 
or it will fall back. I appreciate the 
man in any business who tries to im- 
prove conditions. In what I mean the 
man who tries honestly to help his 
company and his customers at the same 
time. As I have noted in former occa- 
sions, I believe it is the agent’s duty 
to make frequent inspection of lines 
controlled by him and to suggest such 
improvements as his knowledge of the 
business would warrant, that the hazard 
may be lessened and as a consequence, 
the rate reduced. But when a man 
falsely suggests to an insurer that his 
old agent has no desire to have a risk 
improved on the grounds that an im- 
Provement suggests a reduction in 
Premium, hence a loss of commission, 
this is dishonest and reflects no credit 
on the man who makes the statement. 
A shert time ago one of these latter 
day saints who has been in the business 
about four years and has had his trou- 
bles from following lines his past ex- 
Pertemce would warrant not following, 
approached a large insurer asking for 

is fime on the grounds that his old 
agent had the business so long he con- 
sidered it his, hence had no reasons to 
look ever the premises with a view of 
suggesting improvements and getting a 
reduetien in rate. “You see,” said he, 





“all your old agent is looking after is 
commission, so the greater the prem- 
ium the greater the commission.” Of 
course this kind of talk had its influ- 
ence and the saint was invited to call 
again. In the meantime the old agent 
was called in and certain questions pro- 
pounded that caused him to open his 
eyes. As a matter of fact, the old 
agent had considered the proposition of 
improving the risk, but conditions at 
that time would not warrant any 
change. It did not take long for the 
old and tried to satisfy this insurer that 
the new man was a good one to let 
alone. When the second call was made 
by the latest, he got an invitation not 
to call again. Honesty is a good prop- 
osition and will win in the end. I say 
to the latest, “Try it and you will be 
surprised how well it works.” 


A certain factory has been doing bus- 
iness in Detroit for seventeen years. 
A year ago another agent got the line. 
This changed the companies on so a 
lot of specials inspected. All were 
satisfied but one who was more 
particular than the rest. He dis- 
covered a piece of shafting in the third 
floor was out of line and on the strength 
of this ordered his company off quick. 
This particular policy was placed out- 
side of the office of the agent who con- 
trolled the business. This agent had 
other policies on and wanted to see the 
risk himself and if the business was not 
good enough for this special’s company, 
like a good agent he was not desirous 
of keeping his other companies on, so 
he inspected, saw the shafting and 
called the insured’s attention to the 
condition. “Much obliged,” said that 
gentleman, “will line it up at once.” 
‘she agent kept on and placed the can- 
celled policy in another good company 
in his office.

R. F. Scudder of Rushville, Ind., has been 
appointed special agent of the Michigan Com- 
mercial and Old Colony in Indiana to assist R.

Morin of the Caledonian and L. W. Grupe of 
the Northern Assurance. The total member- 
ship is now sixty-three. 





Telephone Rental Insurance 

For some little time the companies 
have been wrestling with the local 
agents at Louisville, Ky., in connection 
with ‘telephone rental insurance, the 
form and rate offered not having been 
satisfactory. After considerable argu- 
ment the local association has taken up 
the matter and fixed a graduated scale 
rate, based upon the number of months 
for which the rental insurance is de- 
sired, taking the contents rate for six 
months’ rental and adding a penalty of 
10 percent for each month less than 
this. ‘Lhis adjustment of the matter 
meets with the approval of the com- 
panies writing this business. 





Will Withdraw from the Country 

The Alliance of England will with- 
draw from the United States at the end 
of the year. It is said the company is 
sensitive to the criticism that has been 
visited on it in some quarters because 
of its San Francisco payments. The 
Alliance had an earthquake clause 
which relieved it of liability, and it 
claims its course in compromising 
losses was justified. It has but a few 
agents in this country, they being in 
the large cities. 





The Assurance Company of America will in 
the near future resume business along certain 
lines, confining its operations mainly to special 
classes. It is not p to establish any pol- 
icy writing agencies, all the business beiag ac- 
cepted through the home office. 

The Houston Fire & Marine, having reinsured 
its Louisiana business in the Walla Walla Fire 
and its Texas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory and 
Arkansas business in the Guardian and the 
Southern, has suspended business pending the 
result of litigation in which it is taferasted, 





IN ILLINOIS AND WISCONSIN 


RESULTS THAT CAN BE GOTTEN 








Fire Marshal Purtell of Wisconsin 
Tells Some Things His Office 
Expects to Do. 





State Fire Marshal Purtell of Wis- 
consin in his latest bulletin discusses 
some of the results his office hopes to 


accomplish. He says: 

One result of work under the fire marshal 
law will be a large reduction in the state’s loss 
from fire. This is not prophesy from an over- 
confident fire marshal, but a statement based 
upon the experience of other states. : 

In Ohio a law almost identical with that 
recently passed here has reduced the insurance 
rate to $1.16, while in the five states surround- 
ing Ohio, which necessarily have approximately 
the same population and industries, the average 
rate is $1.38. The explanation of this important 
fact is easy. A high burning rate makes nec- 
essary a high premium rate. If the fire is re- 
duced in any state, competition among insurance 
companies for the good business, soon reduces 
the cost of insurance. 

The fire marshal will reduce the state’s fire 
loss by lessening the ib diary fires, 
but much greater reductions will be made by 
the dozen assistant fire marshals looking after 
the grosser fire dangers, and by teaching the 
people how to remove or protect against con- 
ditions likely to cause loss by fire. 

* * * 





Incendiaries are grouped by motive into four 
classes: he mischievous, the mentally defective, 
the malicious and the greedy. Mischievous boys 
sometimes put a match to rubbish or to leaked 
gasolene just to see it burn. The cost of fires 
from this cause is not large. Those mentally 
defective are the idiot and the pyromaniac. 
Pyromania is an occasional propensity of the 
insane, oftenest found among imbeciles, melan- 
cholics, dements and paranoiacs. It occasionally 
occurs in epileptics. Just as the kleptomaniac 
has an irresistible desire to steal, without refer- 
ence to profit, so, the pyromaniac burns from 
an uncontrollable impulse. He is often appar- 
ently normal mentally and in such cases convic- 
tion is difficult because of the absence of motive 
for the crime. 

* * * 

The fire marshal cannot lessen the number of 
pyromaniacs because they have no fear, but the 
number of fires started 4 them may be limited 
by his conviction and confinement in any asylum. 
There never comes a time when it is safe to 
give liberty to one who has shown evidence of 
pyromania. 4 

Those who burn “to get even” will decrease 
in number when it is known that there is an 
assistant fire marshal in each district who will 
thoroughly investigate any suspicious fires, 

The meanest man in the world is the one who 
burns his property to cvllect insurance. His 
crafty greed leads him to secretly set a fire 
which destroys the products of human toil. The 
robber only changes the possessor of wealth; he 
destroys nothing. The largest number of in- 
cendiaries are of this class, but this 
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has been reduced 80 percent in states having 
fire marshal departments. 
* * * 


The statistical facts which this department 
must gather will be tabulated so that at the end 
of the year can be shown the value of the prop- 
erty jeopardized and the amount of value added 
to the ash heap as the result of ignorance, or 
carelessness, or crime. These facts will be 
shown in the aggregate and by counties. 

Wisconsin has several cities with about thirty 
thousand population; several others with about 
fifteen thousand, which are of the same general 
character as to —- and streets. Valuable 
lessons may be learned by comparing the fire 
loss in those towns and showing what propor- 
tion of the value of a building in each is lost 
if a fire starts. 

* * 

The majority of insurance men estimate the 
amount of insurance at 75 percent of the actual 
value. That may be true of the selected risks 
carried by them, but fire marshals who get all 
the facts from all fires occurring in a state 
know that there is but 52 cents of insurance 
for a dollar of loss. Whether property burned 
is insured or not, just so much of wealth is 
lost to the country. The insurance companies 
make good no loss; they only distribute the loss 
among their premium payers. 

There are other important duties not ex- 
pressly stated but still within the intent of the 
law makers. The state fire marshal may call at- 
tention of municipal officers to the importance 
of having proper ordinances against fire dan- 
gers, and he will have for distribution forms of 
ordinances which have proved effective in cities 
in which they have been enforced.

NEWS FROM THE IOWA FIELD 





Bad Loss at Marshalltown — Cleaning 
Up Des Moines—Good Condi- 
tions at Ft. Dodge 





The large Illinois Central shops, at 
Marshalltown, Iowa, were destroyed 
last week, incurring a loss of $100,000. 
The insurance of $33,000 was carried in 
the St. Paul Fire & Marine, which re- 
insured in other companies. 

This fire was the first large confla- 
gration that has occurred since the in- 
stallation of the new 1,100,000 gallon 
reservoir. Measurements taken the day 
after the fire indicate that 948,000 gal- 
lons were used for the fire. 

Double the amount of water used 
could thave been furnished but the 
mains running to the fire could not 
carry it. As it was, the highest pres- 
sure ever reached, 140 pounds, was 
maintained for three hours. The small 
mains south of Main street made it dif- 
ficult to get water, but the company 
was taking great chances of bursting 
these pipes by the pressure it did fur- 
nish. 

Fire Marshal Louis Siegel, of Des 
Moines, reports that the business men 
in the downtown districts have re- 
sponded to his orders to remove rub- 
bish from basements and clearing pas- 
sageways. In making his second round 
the marshal found that the waste pa- 
per and inflammable rubbish had been 
well cleaned out. The warehouse own- 
ers have also cleared the passageways 
to fire escapes and have made it possi- 
ble for firemen to gain easy access to 
the interior in case of fire. 


Geo. W. Mackown, on trial in Iowa 
for arson, was found guilty. In 1902 
the plant of the Northwestern Felt Shoe 
Company, of Webster City, Iowa, was 
burned, entailing a loss of $100,000, 
with $36,500 insurance. Mackown was 
accused of setting fire to the plant in 
order to cover the evidence of embez- 
zlement. For four years the authori- 
ties were unable to locate him, but he 
was finally found in California. Next 
week his trial will come up on the 
charge of embezzlement, in which, it 
is said, the evidence is more complete 
than that on the charge of arson. His 
attorneys have made application for a 
new trial. 

The agents in Ft. Dodge, Iowa, are 
asking all companies that wish to en- 
ter this field, to write lines on gypsum 
plaster companies and also in tile fac- 
tories. Both of these branches are very 
well represented in that section. There 
are eleven gypsum plaster plants and 
three tile factories with several more 
contemplating building factories there 
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en account of the valuable clay beds 
located about the county. The hazard 
on the plaster factories is not consid- 
ered by agents to be very great and the 
rates are considered sufficient to in- 
duce the companies to write in this 
class of business. There are eleven 
gypsum factories there that carry a rate 
of 2% percent and all written by Ft. 
Dodge agents, so that companies not 
writing in this business are having a 
hard time in placing their companies. 


Ft. Dodge is one of the few cities in 
Iowa where harmonious relations exist 
between the agents. One notable inci- 
dent illustrates this: One of the agents 
had in his office three companies that 
were hard hit by the San Francisco 
disaster and one which did not survive. 
The agents all agreed not to molest any 
of his business, but rather to help him 
keep all he had. This is the spirit 
which pervades the underwriting cir- 
cles of the city and insures correct 
practices. The advisory rates of the 
Bennett bureau are adhered to with 
some few possible exceptions. 





To Extend Manitoba Business 

J. J. McDonald, western manager of 
the Connecticut Fire, whose field in- 
cludes northwestern Canada, has been 
in Manitoba arranging for an extension 
of the company’s operations into the 
smaller places.

Raise Fire Department Pay 

The St. Paul board of fire commis- 
sioners has presented to the city coun- 
cil a new scale of wages for the fire de- 
partment, which, if adopted, will mean 
an increase from the present payroll 
of $201,649.84 to $252,840. Some of the 
increases are as follows: Chief, $3,600 
instead of $2,500; first asistant chief, 
$2,400 instead of $1,800; second assist- 
ant chief, $2,100 instead of $1,600; third 
assistant, $1,800 instead of $1,200; and 
so on clear down the line. 

It is expected that the council will 
approve of the increase as the men have 
been working under salaries fixed dur- 
ing the hard times of the nineties with 
the understanding that they would be 
increased when the conditions war- 
ranted this action. The proposed in- 
crease will affect 230 men as the de- 
partment is now constituted. 





Watching Oklahoma Saloons 

Saloon business in Indian and Okla- 
homa Territory is being handled very 
carefully at the present time, many 
companies declining the class alto- 
gether. It is thought the consumma- 
tion of statehood will bring with it pro- 
hibition, thus putting an end to the 
liquor traffic.

Controversy Over Church Rate 

The religious feature of the business 
during the past week has been the rate 
controversy at Graceville, Minn., in 
connection with the Catholic Church at 
that point. Some years ago the rate 
on this property was demoralized and 
the business written at 50 cents per an- 
num. The old policies are about to be 
renewed and assured refuse to pay the 
present rates running from 40 cents to 
95 cents on the several buildings. 
Agents have taken up the matter with 
the Minnesota & North Dakota Fire 
Underwriters, but any concession has 
been absolutely refused. This associa. 
tion has suggested, however, that, in- 
asmuch as some of the buildings could 
carry $20,000 or more insurance, they 
could take advantage of the application 
of the coinsurance clause and secure 
quite a reasonable rate. The assured 
decline to consider the coinsurance 





clause and state that they will not pay 
more than 50 cents per annum and 
they propose to get this figure from 
board companies. As it is recalled that 
the companies, some years ago, paid 
for one large church owned by these 
people in this town, there will be no 
inclination to deviate from rates, to 
say nothing of the law in Minnesota 
which prohibits discrimination.

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INTERESTING DECISION 

Tue decision of Federal Judge Cirark 
in Tennessee in a case involving the 
Strate Mutua Lire of Rome, Ga., is of 
interest. Commissioner Fotx tried to 
revoke its license on the ground it was 
writing special contracts in other states 
and was selling stock in connection with 
an incorporated agency in Tennessee in 
violation of the law. An injunction was 
secured against Commissioner FoLk 
which is now made permanent. 

The company contended that its opera- 
tion outside of Tennessee where the states 
in which it operated permitted such trans- 
actions did not make it a violator of the 
Tennessee laws, and that it was not rep- 
resented in Tennessee by an incorporated 
agency; that C. J. Hepert, the general 
agent for the company in Tennessee, oper- 
ated the Great SouTHERN AGENCY Com- 
PANY on his own account and that the 
company had no connection with it what- 
ever. 

Judge CLark upholds the company and 
his decision is of particular interest in 
that he held that the laws do not affect 
what is done outside of Tennessee and 
that the commissioner has no authority 
to interfere with the company in some 
other state. 

As the trend of the times seems to be 
for state authorities not only to control 
companies in their own state but to dic- 
tate how they shall transact their business 
elsewhere, this federal court decision has 
a peculiar interest. 


FALSE ARGUMENTS 

WHEN a life insurance man _ begins 
telling a prospect that he has some- 
thing to offer that will give him big 
returns either on his policy or in con- 
nection with stock or any other scheme 
attached to insurance, it is an undenia- 
ble fact that the agent is not telling the 
truth. Any man who is solicited for 
life insurance and is told that if he 
purchases a policy or becomes a par- 
ticipant in any proposition aside from 
his policies, it will make his insurance 
cost but very little, can well be sus- 
picious of the agent who is approaching 
him. 

Life insurance, like any other thing 
that is sold that has genuine value, 
costs something. Good life insurance 
like good clothes is not cheap. If the 
agent has any plan whereby his com- 
pany is supposed to give large returns 
there is something radically wrong with 
the company. The company has to 
put up a reserve, pay its death losses 
and meet its expenses. It has no fund 
on hand to use for charity or to be 
given away. What it gives in the way 
of dividends or other returns it must 
earn. 

Investments of the character allowed 
as assets of life insurance companies 








are not such as to yield high returns. 
Securities that are yielding returns 
above the average are speculative. 

There is a good deal of talk nowa- 
days about the returns on the stock of 
life companies or agency companies 
that is absolutely false and cannot be 
defended. Life insurance companies 
are not get-rich-quick institutions. If 
any such companies are to be classed 
with such-enterprises the sooner they 
are put out of business the better. 

The life insurance agent, who in his 
soliciting does not promise the earth 
to prospects, but who goes at it in a 
business way, as if he were selling the 
genuine article at a good price, is the 
man to be relied upon. The agent who 
is telling his prospects that they will 
get back more than they pay in, or at 
least will get a large percentage back. 
is condemning his company by the 
very statements he is making. Life 
insurance stock at present is paying 
only reasonable dividends. It is not 
possible for the companies to earn any 
more than a fair dividend on their capi- 
tal. If a man purchases stock of a 
life insurance company for investment 
he should be told that the returns will 
be only moderate. That dividends to 
be derived from it will pay for his in- 
surance is a false statement. 





MARKET FLUCTUATIONS 

THE present depression in the stock 
market has called attention to the de- 
sirability, especially on part of the small 
and medium sized companies, to have 
their investments in securities that are 
not sensitive to the upward or down- 
ward scale of the stock market. At 
one time speculative stocks may have 
enhanced so much in value as to add 
no small amount to the surplus of a 
company. At another time, such as the 
present, values may have gone down to 
a point where the surplus of a com- 
pany is greatly reduced. This fluctua- 
tion in price places a fictitious value 
on the figures in the companies’ state- 
ments. The margin is susceptible to 
many changes according to the vaga- 
ries of Wall street. Notwithstanding 
the price on the stock exchange, the 
actual value of the property on which 
the securities are based has _ not 
changed. 

While large companies with ample 
surplus can stand the ups and downs 
of the stock market and not be em- 
barrassed, we can see how smaller com- 
panies with assets composed of stocks 
and bonds, whose prices are gauged by 
the stock exchange, might become very 
much embarrassed during the period of 
extreme depression. It has been argued 
that some classes of companies need to 
have assets which can be quickly con- 
verted into cash. It would seem, how- 
ever, that by careful financing, the 
great bulk of securities of most of the 
companies could be of such character 
whose value should remain about the 
same from year to year and their sol- 
vency would not be in question when 
a financial squall strikes the country.

Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 


Thornton M. Goodloe, whose name is 
identical with the Indianapolis Inspec- 
tion Bureau, will retire as the manager 
of the bureau, to become sales agent 
for fire protection devices. Goodloe is 
one of the best known raters in the 
country. His name and fame have been 
linked so long with Indianapolis rating 
that his resignation means a distinct 
loss to insurance companies and agents. 
Goodloe made himself famous when 
the National Association of Local 
Agents met in Denver by being the 
high potentate from his home city to 
demand the next convention. He got 
it. 





Mr. Goodloe is organizing and has al- 
ready arranged to finance a corporation 
known as the Fire Protection Engi- 
neering Company of Indianapolis, of 
which he will be manager. Officers 
will be elected from the stockholders 
at a meeting to be held early in Janu- 
ary. The work of the corporation will 
be as an adviser for the assured, with 
a view of bettering the condition of 
individual risks and will also act as 
sales agent for various devices for 
minimizing fire loss, such as fireproof 
lockers, hose, chemicals, automatic 
sprinkler equipments, automatic fire 
alarms, wired-glass windows, etc. The 
company will maintain a construction 
force to install these various devices, as 
well as sell them and from time to time 
as it may seem expedient will go into 
the manufacture of some of the de- 
vices. The hope of Mr. Goodloe’s en- 
terprise is that by installing nothing 
but National Board standards, the ser- 
vices of the company will be valuable 
to local agents and to companies. 


Daniel W. Burrows, formerly of the 
Chicago agency of Burrows, Marsh & 
McLennan, has come into the lime light 
in New York by bringing suit to dissolve 
the Interborough Metropolitan traction 
merger and to demand restitution of 
money paid to A. W. Brady. 


Ex-President Clarence G. Meeker of 
the Fire Underwriters’ Association of 
the Northwest had to call in an ex- 
pert at translating foreign languages 
during his administration. Editor Alli- 
son’s subject, “Quo Vadis,” stumped 
Mr. Meeker, so he went to J. F. Joseph 
of the North British, the well-known 
linguist, to have it revamped into week- 
day English as “she is spoke” in Syca- 
more, Ill. Mr. Joseph, according to 
Mr. Meeker, consulted his lexicons but 
could reach no suitable English phrase 
to convey to Mr. Meeker the delicate 
shading. “Finally,’ said Mr. Meeker, 
“Mr. Joseph founa an old medical dic- 
tionary which gave ‘Quo Vadis’ as an 
herb that grows profusely in the streets 
of Louisville and is used as an anti- 
dote for mint julips.” 

Mr. Meeker had sent to him a Mil- 
waukee paper printed in German con- 
taining an account of the Northwestern 
meeting. Mr. Meeker looked at it, con- 
cluding it resembled a lot of chicken 
tracks. He took the paper to Mr. Jo- 
seph, who with rare abandon, read the 
account to Mr. Meeker, both in English 
and Choctaw. Now that Mr. Joseph’s re- 
markable fluency in German has become 
known, some of the German companies 
want him to read a paper in their own 
vernacular at the next meeting of the 
association. 


The automobile as a factor in spe- 
ciat agency work is being demonstrated 
by George G. Ebbert of Chicago, spe- 
cial agent of the North America in 
Cook county. Mr. Ebbert concluded 
he could make time if he were provided 
with a machine and the company or- 
dered one for him. He gets over the 
city in excellent shape and visits the 
suburban agents often. He is very en- 
thusiastic over the machine as a time 
saver in getting over a big city and 
its environs in his kind of work. 





Looking From the Inside 
on the Kansas Question 


(From an interview with J. W. Going, vice- 
president Shawnee Fire, in the Topeka State 
Journal.) 

There is a prevailing opinion that the 
fire insurance companies are banded to- 
gether, and that the prevailing rates result 
from a combination, trust or agreement. 
I am sure that the use of a microscope, or 
even a telescope would fail to disclose 
such a condition, for it does not exist. 
However, it is my opinion that insurance 
companies should be compelled by law to 
charge the same rates (that is the rates 
of one company should be the same as 
those of another). It should be as un- 
lawful for a fire insurance company to 
discriminate in rates, as it would be for a 
railroad company. They both occupy the 
same relation to the public. 

A fire insurance company should not 
be permitted to discriminate in favor of 
one of its customers to the detriment of 
another, for it would tend to encourage 
the one and to discourage the other. 

It is the popular belief that fire in- 
surance rates in Kansas are too high, 
but I do not hesitate to make the state- 
ment that they are too low. The average 
loss ratio in Kansas for twenty-two years 
is over 52 percent, which is close to the 
danger lines. This average is also re- 
duced by the loss ratios of previous years. 
In 1885 the loss ratio was a trifle over 38 
percent, while in 1905 it was over 66 
percent, and in 1906 41 percent. 

* * * 


The average loss ratio for the past 
ten years will disclose that the insur- 
ance companies in Kansas are leaving 
more in the state than they are taking 
out. I am aware of the fact that this 
is contrary to the popular belief, but [ 
am reciting facts and not evolving theor- 
ies. Adequate rates are necessary for 
solvent insurance companies. 

To have the state infested with irre- 
sponsible companies from outside or from 
the inside would be a calamity almost 
as destructive as a visitation of grass- 
hoppers. 

Missouri is now engaged in a warfare 
against a certain class of companies who 
are seeking to remove their domicile 
from that state and from other states to 
Kansas. Irresponsible companies do not 
make lower rates for responsible mer- 
chants. Insurance companies that cut 
rates will be compelled sooner or later 
to cut their losses. This fact is patent 
to anyone who will investigate the sub- 
ject. 

The insurance department of Kansas 
stands as a bulwark to prevent the people 
being imposed upon by companies lack- 
ing integrity and financial responsibility. 
The law contemplates that the occupant 
of the position be versed in insurance, 
and the men who have held that position 
in Kansas have reflected honor upon 
themselves and upon the state. The pres- 
ent incumbent, Mr. Barnes, is upholding 
the dignity of the office, and I am sure 
he can be depended upon to follow his 
predecessors in preventing the people of 
this state being imposed upon.

The business of fire insurance from 
a national standpoint, has afforded but a 
meager profit to the fire insurance com- 
panies. For the past twenty years the 
profit in underwriting will not exceed 2 
percent on the invested capital. What 
little money is derived from the business 
is from the investment account, as will 
be disclosed by consulting the statement 
of any company. The investment account 
of a fire insurance company bears the 
same relation to its business that adver- 
tising would to the daily newspaper. The 
fire underwriting is the subscription list. 
The average newspaper would make 
about the same profits from its subscrip- 
tion list alone that the insurance com- 
pany would make from its fire underwrit- 
ing. 

Fire insurance companies should be 
conflagration proof and, in order to place 
themselves in that position, rates should

One of the most largely attended 
and elaborate life company dinners ever 
given in Chicago took place in the 
Auditorium Hotel last Friday evening 
when Moore & Hansen, general agents 
of the Columbia Life of Cincinnati for 
the United States, gave a complimen- 
tary banquet to the officers, directors 
and Chicago policyholders.

The Cincinnati visitors, aside from 
their conservatism and high probity 
are also known for their patriotism. 
Back of the speakers’ table were two 
immense flags and almost every Cin- 
cinnati speaker would at times burst 
out with some patriotic sentiment. 
Some of them were old soldiers. The 
visitors let it be known that theirs was 
the best state in the country and Cin- 
nati was the best home office city for 
a life company. 


President Cross’ Talk 


Dr. F. G. Cross, president of the Co- 
lumbia Life, who has had a long ca- 
reer in the business as a general agent, 
told of the early trials of establishing 
the company and its growth since then. 
He called attention to the Ohio laws 
which require an examination by the 
insurance department every year, keep- 
ing the department in close touch with 
the company. The Ohio laws he said 
are such as to safeguard the funds of 
the company. Dr. Cross assured the 
policyholders that the financial depres- 
sion would not hurt the Columbia. The 
laws require the assets to be invested 
in securities that are safe. He Said 
that the company owns good mort- 
gages and other securities that have 
substantial value and would not be sub- 
ject to the market fluctuation. 

Attorney C. B. Matthews’ Comment 


C. B. Matthews, general counsel of 
the company, a brother of former Jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme Court 
Stanley Matthews, in his talk took ex- 
ception to the statement made by S. B. 
Smith, counsel for the Volunteer State 
Life at the American Life Convention, 
to the effect that the insurance policy 
has been the work of the companies 
unhampered by legislation. In other 
words, the liberal conditions are due 
to the voluntary action of the compa- 
nies. Mr. Matthews thinks legislation 
has had much to do with shaping con- 
tracts. The old time tendency was to 
be unfair to policyholders. Legisla- 
tion, competition and the courts frown- 
ing down on inequity and sharp deal- 
ing, have forced honest and liberal con- 
tracts. He thinks the moral tone of 
life men is higher than before. He 
asserted that unless a company dealt 
honestly and fairly with its policyhold- 
ers it did not deserve confidence or 
success. 


Dr. Charles Weber’s Remarks 


Dr. Charles Weber, a vice-president 
of the company, said no director of the 
Columbia would be identified with any 
institution that practiced sharp meth- 
ods or which was not absolutely 
square. The directors, he said, were 
giving their personal attention to the 
company although they are men of 
large affairs. 

Charles B. Pike’s Address 


Charles B. Pike, president of the 
Hamilton National Bank of Chicago, 
told how he became interested in the 
Columbia Life and his statement was 
very significant. He said that H. C. 
Moore of the.general agency firm ap- 
proached him on the subject of insur- 
ance and he asked Mr. Moore what 
discount there would be on the first 
premium. Mr. Moore told him that 
there would not be a cent in rebate. 
Mr. Pike said that it seemed to be the 
custom to receive rebates, and he was 
struck with the fact that here was a 
company that would not give any 
favors to any one in particular but all 
would be required to pay the same 
price. Mr. Pike declared that the newer 
companies in this section of the coun- 
try should be encouraged ‘and believes 
that better results will be obtained in 
the future in such companies. He said 
that he had great faith in the future of 
the Columbia. 

Major Jones and Judge Ferris 


Maj. Frank J. Jones, president of the 
Little Miami Railroad, told of Cincin- 
nati as a business center and the con- 





servative spirit that was manifest in 
its commercial life. 

Howard Ferris, judge of the superior 
court at Cincinnati, said that he had 
been acquainted with the Columbia 
since its inception and had passed on 
its contracts. He stated that the agent 
who sells policies or represents a com- 
pany in which he does not believe him- 
self cannot impress men of good busi- 
ness judgment. He thinks it necessary 
for a company to have absolutely fair 
contracts and to get agents who believe 
in both the company and the contracts. 
Judge Ferris, who is a famous after- 
dinner speaker, said that he was in 
the Columbia Life for “banquet pur- 
poses.” He said that in sitting on the 
bench the beneficent work of the life 
agent had often come before him in 
the insurance money that had been 
turned over. to a family after the death 
of its head. He believes that the right 
kind of an agent sees more in his work 
than the mere commission he gets out 
of it. 

Business Men Need Insurance 

H. H. Marcusson, of Haggard & Mar- 
cusson, Chicago manufacturers, said 
that while formerly a business man did 
not look with any great favor on life 
insurance because he felt that he could 
do better with his money than the life 
companies, at the present time every 
intelligent business man feels it neces- 
sary to carry some life insurance as 
an anchor. He advised every one re- 
gardless of his business prospects to 
have enough life insurance to provide 
for his family in case of emergency. 
He said that in these days, while men 
might worry over their investments, no 
man need to lose any sleep over his 
policy in a good company. 

Attorney M. D. Follansbee of Chi- 
cago was one of the wits of the even- 
ing. Dr. E. W. Mitchell, consulting 
medical director of the company, said 
that the mortality ratio of the company 
was 42 percent. He told about the 
work of medical examiners and the 
qualities necessary for success. 

Moore & Hansen’s Good Work 

The firm of Moore & Hansen was 
organized about thirteen months ago. 
H. C. Moore was one of the star men 
of the Columbian National, while Carl 
Hansen was a Chicago merchant. They 
have built up a good business. The 
directors were enthusiastic in their 
praise of the. generous hospitality of 
the firm. The Cincinnati people re- 
turned home on Friday night. 

Distinguished Visitors Present 

Those who came up on the special 
car were President F. G. Cross, Med- 
ical Director F. B. Cross, Auditor S. 
M. Cross, Secretary H. Brockman, Dr. 
E. W. Mitchell, Albert Muhlhauser, 
Maj. F. J. Jones, C. B. Matthews, Dr. 
Charles Weber, G. W. Hamilton, J. A. 
De Armond, Judge Walter Ferris and 
J. G. Taylor, all of Cincinnati; Capt. 
Robert Wilson of Middletown, Ohio, 
J. S. Crowell of Springfield, Ohio. 

Aside from General Keifer’s letter of 
regret, similar letters were read at the 
banquet from C. P. Taft, president of 
the Cincinnati Times-Star and brother 
of Secretary of War Taft; Vice-Presi- 
dent J. A. Green of the Columbia, of 
Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, and 
President C. J. Hinsch, of the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank of Cincinnati. 





Completes Chain to the Coast 

The Northwestern National Life has 
just completed arrangements for enter- 
ing Montana. This will complete the 
chain of northwest states from the Mis- 
sissippi river to the Pacific coast. This 
territory has long looked to Minneap- 
olis as financial headquarters, Min- 
neapolis being a sort of financial clear- 
ing house in the Northwest. The di- 
rectorate of the Northwestern National 
Life, composed as it is of the chief 
executive officers of the big Minneap- 
olis banks, causes the company to ap- 
peal intimately and strongly for sup- 
port through these states. 





GIVE LIFE MEN A HEARING 


MEETING OF OHIO COMMITTEE 





Considering the Insurance Laws of the 
State and What Amendments 
Are Needed 





Columbus, Ohio, Oct. 30.—(Special)— 
The joint legislative committee on life 
insurance law amendments resumed its 
work here this afternoon, with Sena- 
tors Ward and Berry and Representa- 
tives Pears, Ritter and Stewart pres- 
ent. 

A letter was received from the Day- 
ton Association of Life Underwriters 
asking that a provision be placed in 
the law prohibiting corporations from 
acting as agents. 

A letter was received from Actuary 
M. M. Dawson of New York stating 
that he could not be present to give 
the arguments he had hoped to, but 
expressed the hope that on the grounds 
of comity and economy the committee 
would recommend at least that the 
New York plan be permitted. 

Want to Give Funeral Benefit 

E. G. Robinson of Mansfield, Ohio, 
secretary of the Mansfield Masonic 
Provident, addressed the committee in 
support of a request that such associa- 
tions be allowed to offer a funeral 
benefit. Other such associations were 
offering it. 

W. S. Pretzman of Columbus, attor- 
ney for the State Funeral Directors 
Association, made an address urging 
that there be inserted in the life laws 
some provision for the government of 
burial associations which exist in the 
state now but which are controlled by 
no law whatever. 

Canadian Actuary Present 

F. Sanderson, actuary of the Cana- 
da Life, was present to make an ar- 
gument on behalf of that company. 
He opened his address with a refer- 
ence to the Canadian investigation of 
life insurance, following the develop- 
ments in insurance in this country. 
He explained that his company had 
long been acting under what it called 
the quinquennial system of distribut- 
ing the surplus among its members— 
the distribution being made every five 
years. His company, he said, had been 
doing a very satisfactory business in 
Ohio, but its business here was so 
small when compared with its entire 
business that he felt sure that unless 
it was permited to continue this sys- 
tem it would withdraw from the state. 
He cited the action taken by Michi- 
gan and said that such action on the 
part of Ohio would be entirely satis- 
factory to his company. He suggested 
that even if this state should not feel 
disposed to grant this system to all 
companies doing business in the state, 
it might concede the right to any that 
had been acting under it at the time 
the law was enacted. 

Shows the Possible Results 

He was followed by Mark Davis of 
Cincinnati, general agent of the Can- 
ada Life, who cited the fact that if 
the company was thus driven out of 
Ohio it would mean to him the loss of 
his position with the company, and 
with that would go the fruit of his life 
work. As a matter of justice to him- 
self and the many other employes of 
the company in the state, he urged the 
committee not to recommend a law 
that would compel the company he 
represented to leave the state. 

Assessment Companies Heard From 

R. W. Moffett of Springfield, repre- 
senting the Bankers Life of Des 
Moines, and Frank D. Shera of In- 
dianapolis, representing the National 
Life of Des Moines, next addressed the 
committee. They pointed out that 
though the Bankers Life is doing busi- 
ness in Ohio, it is liable to be shut out 
at any time by order of the superin- 
tendent of insurance acting under the 
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FIRST FALL MEETING HELD 
PRESIDENT HOLCOMBE SPEAKS 


Chicago Association of Life Under- 
writers Opens Season Auspiciouslv 
—Several Visitors Are Present 





President John M. Holcombe, of the 
Phoenix Mutual Life, was the principal 
speaker at the first fall meeting of the 
Life Underwriters Association of Chi- 
cage held at the Union League Club on 
Tuesday evening. About sixty mem- 
bers were present and the program was 
a more than usually interesting one, the 
association being honored by the pres- 
ence of several general agents of the 
Phoenix Mutual and Mutual Benefit 
from distant points. 

The executive committee reported fa- 
vorably upon the application for mem- 
bership of Albert E. and Arthur Pollack 
and H. D. Morgan, of the Pacific Mu- 
tual,and S. C. Bolling, of the Pruden- 
tial, The committee also brought in a 
statement expressing the sentiment of 
the association in favor of sound in- 
surance and in opposition to that which 
is unsound. The committee was in- 
structed to prepare a resolution along 
the same lines for future adoption. 


Dr. Castor Favors Action 

Dr. H. C. Castor, of the Connecticut 
General, said that in his opinion the 
time had come for the Chicago associa- 
tion to take a stand and do something 
for its members, the companies and 
the public. It should take action along 
lines of publicity to help the public 
discriminate between companies which 
are conducting their business properly 
and those which are not. He said also 
that he believed the members were 
agreed that section 97 of the New York 
law did not permit sufficient commis- 
sions on endowment policies and that 
the association should express its senti- 
ments on this point as the New York 
legislature will have no occasion to 
change the law unless it learns that 
changes are desired. 

L. Brackett Bishop was opposed to 
publishing any list of sheep and goats, 
as it would be dangerous for this as- 
sociation to mark with its disapproval 
institutions which are licensed. by the 
state as complying with the laws. He 
gave a humorous account of some of 
the striking features of the Toronto 
convention. 

Some Visitors Speak 

Col, Will A. Waite, of Detroit, secre- 
tary of the National association and of 
the Phoenix Mutual general managers’ 
organization, presented the greetings 
of the National association, urged a 
large attendance at the next annual con- 
vention and read the acknowledgment 
of President DeBoer, of the National 
Life, of the resolutions adopted in 
praise of him at Toronto. 

The Rev. R. Keene Ryan, of the 
Chicago American, made a very enter- 
taining speech, punctuated with apt 
stories, in which he expressed his belief 
that the changes and hardships through 
which life insurance had been passing 
would work out to its ultimate good. 

The last speaker was George G. 
Miles, of Montgomery, Ala., president 
of the General Managers’ Association, 
of the Phoenix Mutual. He is a droll 
talker and his remarks were highly en- 
joyed. His strong plea was for life 
insurance men to use the political in- 
fluence they undoubtedly have in de- 
feating undesirable legislation and to 
get at least one strong life insurance 
man into each legislative house. 

The entertainment instead of the us- 
ual vocal music, consisted of some ex- 


cellent legerdemain and_ vaudeville 
stunts, which proved an acceptable 
change. 


President Holcombe was introduced 
following Mr. Bishop. After a few in- 
troductory remarks, he delivered his 
address which was in part as follows:

If we go back to beginnings, we shall find 
that the system was originally based on per- 
fectly sound reasoning, and that it has grown 
in size and strength through many generations. 
It flourished so long as it was confined to those 
purposes for which it was planned, but ambi- 
tion took hold upon some of its managers, and 
schemes were devi for diverting it from its 
legitimate purpose. All the arguments that have 
been made to magnify the value of a life in- 
surance policy as an investment or speculation, 
and minimize the importance of it as protection, 
have done much to cause the disorder which

lating money which otherwise might be wasted 
or lost, t a life insurance company is not a 
savings bank and is not an investment bureau. 
It cannot take a man’s money and return it to 
him with the current rate of interest added, and 
throw in the life insurance beside. It never 
could do this, and that portion of the business 
which was done on any such representation was 
like food which cannot be digested. Some trou- 
bles can be cured at once, but some which have 
been long coming on it will take long to eradi- 


cate. 

The malady which affects life insurance can 
be traced to several causes—mismanagement at 
the home office and false methods in the field. 
Laws will not cure human diseases, nor will 
they alone effect a healthy and lasting recov- 
ery in corporations which are suffering from ill- 
ness. 

I think it is safe to say that the disease, so 
far as it relates to the home office manage- 
ments, has been treated in such a way as to 
give hope of an early recovery. This is not 
due so much to legislation pg is to a much 
more powerful and far-reaching medicine, and 
that is publicity. 


Present Duty of Agents 
It seems to me that you and your t 
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now have it in your power, not perhaps to 
effect a complete cure in a month or in a year, 
but to so conduct your business that many of 
the difficulties which afflict the system will 
gradually disappear. 

A life insurance company can have but one 
object, and that is to furnish sound protection 
at a reasonable cost; and your sole purpose 
must be to explain not that this protection can 
be secured at less than cost, but that the price 
is one which the insured can afford to pay for 
what he gets. Impossible estimates, unfair com- 
petition and abuse have no place in your work, 
if you wish to see the business placed upon a 
basis which will yield you satisfactory returns 
in the future. 


Policyholders Should Be Friends 


Your income and, what should be quite as im- 
portant, your happiness and contentment, will 
depend upon the satisfaction of your policy- 
holders, every one of whom should be helpful 
to you. If they have been honestly insured, 
not only will they continue to pay premiums, 
but many will take additional insurance, and bv 
their commendations will make it easy to add 
to your members. Unfair attacks in the news- 
papers and where men gather to exchange opin- 
ions, prejudice against our business, hostile 
legislation, do not emanate from those who have 
been insured fairly and who are getting a fair 
return for the premiums they are paying. Your 
policyholders should be your friends and you 
may be sure that such a condition is worth 
more to you in money even than high commis- 
sions and bonuses. 


Every Agent Interested 


But the manager of some company may argue 
that the general condition of life insurance does 
not concern him because his own company is 
strong and healthy, and growing sufficiently in 
membership and resources. i 
you represent his company, will surely be af- 
fected by any disease which seriously impairs 
the health of the great system of life insur- 


ance. 

The public and legislators do not spend their 
time in contemplating the virtues of corpora- 
tions. They form opinions and make laws from 
hostile investigations of a system as a whole. 
You and I know that our business has saved 
thousands from lives of poverty and crime, that 
it has spared the pockets of many—who never 
contributed to it a dollar—from taxes for alms- 
houses and prisons and criminal courts, that it 
has made it possible for the poor to conscien- 
tiously marry and that it has elevated the moral 
tone of the civilized world. We know all this 
and more; but when laws have been proposed, 
calculated to curtail the spread of this protec- 
tion among those who need it most, and even 
to finally destroy the whole fabric, has there 
been a public protest against such a mockery 
of the liberty for which our fathers fought? 
Have legislative committees sought for evidence 
of the good which life insurance has done, and 
tried to devise laws which should eliminate its 
evils without checking its benefits? I think not. 
And, contemplating all this, can any one of the

Franklin’s New Field Men 

The Franklin Life recently has made 
some valuable acquisitions whose in- 
fluence cannot but be felt in the IIli- 
nois field. Frederick A. Schlick of 
Rockford, who for some years has been 
with the New England Mutual as su- 
perintendent of agents ana general 
agent, and who has ranked among that 
company’s largest personal writers, has 
become agency director of the Franklin 
Life, with headquarters at Rockford. 
For the present he will have charge of 
that part of the state but his field will 
be enlarged later. 

H. Walsu, formerly agency di- 
tector of the New York Life, takes a 
like position with the Franklin, with 
headquarters at Springfield, Ill, while 
J. D. Looney, formerly agency director 
of the New York Life at Memphis and 
for the past two years with the Home 
Life at Omaha, becomes field superin- 
tendent, also with headquarters at 
Springfield. 

The Franklin has had a very satis- 
factory year, all things considered. The 
reduction in commissions at the first of 
May caused a falling off in new busi- 
ness for a time, but the production has 
now got back to the volume previous 


to the change, and the prospects are 
excellent. 





Representation Not a Warranty 


In the appeal of the Minnesota Mu- 
tual Life against Lizzie Miller and 
others it is held by the Illinois Supreme 
Court that a representation in the ap- 
plication for a life insurance policy is 
not a warranty. The court holds that 
it 6 unreasonable for an insurance com- 
pany to exact a warranty the truth of 
matter in an application for a policy 
which might be wholly unknown to the 
applicant. It is held still more unrea- 
sonable to suppose that any sane per- 
sons would knowingly swear that he 
never had any form or degree any of 
the diseases embraced within the long 
catalogue in the application required 
by this particular company. 





IN LIFE INSURANCE CIRCLES 
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Commissioner Love of Texas Brands as 
Fraudulent “Guaranteed Dividend” 
Policies of Two Companies 





Insurance Commissioner Love of 
Texas has written the Great Western 
Life of Kansas City and the Texas Life 
of Waco advising them that the guaran- 
teed annual dividend policies now being 
sold by them in Texas are such as 
could only be sold through misrepre- 
sentation and deception and therefore 
the further writing of them in that 
state would be regarded as fraudulent 
conduct of their business. Commis- 
sioner Love has given a written opin- 
ion on this class of policy to a citizen 
of Texas, and takes strong grounds 
against the issuance of the policy. He 
says among other things: 

“It is inconceivable that any man 
who correctly understands what he is 
getting will buy such a policy, and 
while the advantage to the company and 
consequent loss to the insured through 
the annual dividend feature is not very 
large, in my opinion it is certain it 
can not be sold except through decep- 
tion or misrepresentation, and there- 
fore the issuance of such policies 
should not be permitted.” 


The Great Western Life, of Kansas 
City, has about completed its special 
contract policies, which issue was lim- 
ited to $15,000,000 and participates on 
all business written by the company to 
the year 1918. The company will now 
put out a new form of “special con- 
tract” which sets aside 25 cents on 
each thousanu dollars and participates 
on all business written by the company 
for the next fifty years. 





Mutual Benefit Meeting 


General agents of the Mutual Benefit 
from the middle west and a few from 
the east met at the Stratford Hotel in 
Chicago on Wednesday for conference 
with Superintendent of Agencies Drew, 
Mathematician Rhodes and a member 
of the home office medical staff. They 
had a banquet in the evening. 





Bankers Life’s Building 

The Bankers Life of Iowa has ac- 
cepted plans for a six-story building 
to be erected at Des Moines next 
spring. The structure will be built at 
Sixth and High streets and will cost 
about $85,000. It will be built entirely 
of cut stone and terra cotta and will be 
the only building in the capital city con- 
structed of these materials, and will be 


the most artistic office building in Des 
Moines. 





Goes on Stock Basis 


At a meeting of the stockholders of 
the Des Moines Life last week it was 
decided to change from a mutual to a 
stock company with a capital of $100,000. 
Applications for all the stock to be is- 
sued have been received but, as it is 
deemed advisable to issue stock to all 
applicants, an allotment committee, 
composed of N. E. Coffin, C. L. Nourse 
and Arthur Reynolds, was appointed. 





Refuses to License Company 

Superintendent Potter of Illinois has 
refused a license to the Reserve Loan 
Life of Indianapolis on the ground that 
it has board contracts in force and it 
is unfair to citizens of Illinois to make 
them contribute to policyholders in 
other states. 

Auditor Billheimer of Indiana is not 
pleased at the action of the Illinois de- 
partment and threatens retaliation. He 
says the Illinois department has li- 
censed other Indiana companies hav- 
ing special contracts, for instance the 
State Life. He says that there are 
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doubtless Illinois companies that have 
special contracts and that are operat- 
ing in Indiana, though they may not 
have any of these contracts out in In- 
diana. By agreement with the state 
auditor, Indiana companies ceased 
writing special contracts June 1, this 
year. 


EDWARDS TALKS TO LIFE MEN 








President of the National Association 
Comments on the Issues 
and Problems 





President Edwards of the National 
Association of Life Underwriters, de- 
livered an address to the Boston asso- 
ciation Oct. 25, in which he called at- 
tention to the depressing conditions in 
the field and stated that the remedy 
to overcome the situation is for the 
agents to rise above circumstances. He 
urged the pessimistic agent to become 
hopeful and to go forward bravely and 
with determination. He said that it 
was the duty of the agent who is not 
discouraged to inject life into the down- 
hearted agent at his side. 

President Edwards appeared before 
the Montreal association Oct. 28 and 
in his address spoke of the work of 
the different associations in the United 
States. _He cited what the New York 
associations did to secure a modifica- 
tion of the original purpose of ‘the 
Armstrong laws. He feels that asso- 
ciations are needed in emergencies of 
this kind. The local association he 
said should not be considered a possi- 
ble danger by the head offices, but 
should be an instrument for the pro- 
tection of all companies. He feels that 
undesirable agents should be debarred 
from the calling. He called attention 
to the methods adopted by some of the 
associations to have on file the names 
of undesirable agents so that general 
agents could be protected. 

Another purpose of the association 
should be to divorce the rebating 
agents from the business. President 
Edwards also called attention to “twist- 
ing” as the most pernicious evil exist- 
ing in the business. He said that out- 
side of two companies in New York 
City the agents of the other companies 
refrain from this practice. 

President Edwards gave it as his 
opinion that an inexperienced man 
should not be sent out to sell life in- 
surance except under the guidance of 
some one who understands the busi- 
ness. The new man is apt to mislead 
and misrepresent. He thinks that 
these new men should be trained in 
the company with the old men until 
they know the business, and are able 
to sell it. He said it is the duty and 
obligation of local associations to keep 
out of the profession permanently those 
whose acts impugn the character and 
pervert the opportunities of the honor- 
able and efficient agent. 





Dr. Gillette Found Guilty 

Dr. Walter R. Gillette, former vice- 
president of the Mutual Life, was found 
guilty of the charge of perjury last 
week in New York and has been sen- 
tenced to six months imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. He is suffering from 
heart disease and his counsel stated 
that a long sentence would be equal to 
imposing the death penalty. 

The specific charge upon which Dr. 
Gillette was found guilty was that he 
had testified falsely before the grand 
jury on May 4, at which time he was 
vice-president of the Mutual. The in- 
dictment alleged at that time, under ex- 
amination by District Attorney Jerome, 
he stated that certain moneys in the 
Dobbs Ferry Bank were his personal 
funds, and that subsequently under a 
cross-examination he had admitted the 
funds were really the property of the 
Mutual Life. 

Former Justice Hatch, who defended 
Dr. Gillette, said his client had been 





made a _ scapegoat, while the really 
guilty officers of the insurance compa- 
nies had escaped prosecution. The 
Dobbs Ferry funds, he said, had- been 
given the defendant by President Mc- 
Curdy of the Mutual, and his client 
held the money subject to McCurdy’s 
orders. Whatever disposition was made 
of this money, his client was free of 
responsibility. Later he wished to re- 
turn the funds to the Mutual, and, agi- 
tated and harassed, he appealed pathet- 
ically to District Attorney Jerome. 
Perjury had not been committed, he 
said. 





EFFECTS ON LIFE COMPANIES 





Mutual Life Comments on the Stock 
Market and Shows Where 
Benefits Are Derived 





There has been some comment in life 
insurance circles as to the effect of the 
depressed stock market on life com- 
panies in the east. The new laws of 
New York provide that life companies 
cannot hold stocks but allow the com- 
panies five years from Jan. 1, 1907, in 
which to dispose of such securities of 
this kind as they now hold. The large 
companies take the ground that this 
gives ample time to sell these stocks 
gradually and to reinvest the proceeds 
to the best advantage. 

The Mutual Life states that it is not 
compelled to sell at the present price, 
but can wait until values are recov- 
ered. It says that its sales of stocks 
brought good returns this year and 
were made at a fair advance. It says 
that it held stocks in the Astor Na- 
tional Bank of New York amounting 
to $10,000 par value for which it paid 
$35,000. This stock was listed in the 
company’s last statement at $67,500. 
It asserts that these shares were sold 
recently at $69,231. It held stock in 
the Lawyers’ Mortgage Company 
$123,000 par value, for which it paid 
$214,596. It sold this stock the present 
year for $230,010. It held stock in the 
Fifth Avenue Trust Company, par 
value $253,300, which cost the company 
$587,996. It sold these securities at a 
good profit over the cost price. 

The Mutual Life says that the de- 
creased values have opened the way for 
companies to get desirable securities at 
a fair cost. It avers that it recently 
placed a $3,000,000 loan running three 
years at 6 per cent. It cites the fact 
that it secured $5,000,000 New York 
City 4% percent 50-year bonds at a 
premium of 1.57, which will yield the 
company 4.4219 percent. 





Will Continue in Texas 

President Thompson of the North- 
western National Life announces au- 
thoritatively that the company will con- 
tinue in Texas, complying with the 
Robertson law of that state. 

It has always been the disposition 
of the Northwestern National to re- 
main in Texas, but Mr. Thompson 
withheld final announcement of the 
company’s action pending a visit to 
Texas which he has just made. The 
Northwestern National is a pioneer in 
the idea of investing funds for the up- 
building of the territory in which it 
operates through the medium of ju- 
dicially selected farm loans. This 
well known policy of the company 
gives it a particularly favorable rating 
in Texas, and the citizens of that state 
are desirous of retaining a company 
that has been considered an exponent 
of the idea put forth in the Robertson 
bill. 

“Texas looks good to the Northwest- 
ern National,” said President Thomp- 
son, “and the Northwestern National 
looks good to Texas, I am glad to add. 
We find the agents of the state most 
anxious for the company to remain, 
that they may represent it there. Our 
treasurer has personally looked into the 
matter of investments and deposits, and 





has made arrangements highly satis- 
factory to the company. The reduction 
in premium tax to companies comply- 
ing with the Robertson law makes full 
amends to the Northwestern National 
for what increase in taxation is effect- 
ed under the deposit provision of the 
Robertson bill.” 





Echo from the Cemetery 
The auditor of the accounts of the 
receiver of the Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Pennsylvania has filed his re- 
port showing assets of about $39,000 


and claims of $78,000. A dividend of 
31.7 percent is declared. The company 
was formerly the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows Mutual Life Insurance 
Society. It was owned by Charles F. 
Binkley of insurance grave yard insur- 
ance fame. During its career between 
1895 to 1905 about twenty-five mori- 
bund concerns transferred their busi- 
ness to the Pennsylvania company. It 
was a mass of wreckage that has never 
been equaled for cadavers in this coun- 
try. The receiver found that many 
books had disappeared and the ac-

INTEREST TAKEN IN NEW LAW 








Both Companies and Wisconsin De- 
partment Studying the Meas- 
ures to Go Into Effect 





Madison, Wis., Oct. 30.—(Special)— 
“The time is fast approaching when the 
insurance legislation enacted by the last 
session of the legislature becomes ef- 
fective, and the very important ques- 
tion, both to the companies and to the 
state, as to whether or not the sev- 
eral life companies now licensed to 
transact business in Wisconsin, will 
continue to operate in the state under 
its recent legislation, must be decided,” 
said Deputy Insurance Commissioner 
M. W. Waite today relative to this sub- 
ject. 

The enactment fixing the apportion- 
ment and limitation of expense charges 
is causing the most uneasiness among 
the life companies, as well as a large 
amount of careful study and unlimited 
inquiry at the insurance department, to 
determine or place the proper inter- 
pretation or construction on the several 
enactments. 

“I am of the opinion,” said Mr. Waite, 
“that very few life companies will de- 
cide to withdraw from Wisconsin when 
the new measures become effective Jan. 
1, 1908, but that all will give the ‘dras- 
tic laws’ a thorough ard practical test. 
The proper way to bring about the re- 
peal of any bad or vicious legislation is 
to strictly enforce it. 

“Personally, I am proud to recall the 
past reputation of Wisconsin, my native 
state, for conservative and wise legisla- 
tion, and believe that the insurance 
measures passed by the last legislature 
will not prove harmful, but helpful to 
the best interests of every citizen of 
Wisconsin desiring good, conservative 
life insurance. 

“While I do not wish to be officially 
quoted, I will say that in my opinion 
it was not the intention of Wisconsin 
lawmakers in placing the measures in 
question on the statutes of the state to 
open the door for retaliatory legisla- 
tion, and that the several life compa- 
nies already operating in the state will, 
after giving the new laws a fair trial, 
find it unnecessary to withdraw from 
our commonwealth.” 





Results in Mutual Life 

During the first eight months of this 
year the Mutual Life showed a de 
crease of $1,438,513 in expenses as com- 
pared with the same period of 1906. 
During this same time the net receipts 
from investments were increased by 
$1,573,454.

Antirebate Campaign at St. Louis 

The St. Louis Association of Life 
Underwriters is endeavoring to prevent 
a real estate man of that city from se- 
curing $100,000 of term insurance at a 
rebate. Having tried to get it from a 
local agent and been refused a rebate, 
he showed a létter from eastern brok- 
ers offering to get the insurance for 
him in the east at a rebate. President 
Herrick, of the life underwriters asso- 





ciation, circularized the leading com- 
panies, urging them not to be a party 
to this transaction. Members of the 
association have endorsed the presi- 
dent’s action and pledged themselves 
not to assist the man to get his insur- 
ance at a rebate. The association will 
prosecute every case of rebating in 
which it can get sufficient evidence. 
The new Missouri law is very stringent 
on this point, being the Committee of 
Fifteen bill, with a heavy penalty at- 
tached. 





May Increase the Stock 

It is understood that the majority 
stockholders of the Bankers’ Life of 
New York favored the proposed in- 
crease of the company’s stock from 
$100,000 to $200,000 and will so vote at 
the special meeting, to be held Nov. 4. 
The rumored merger of the Bankers’ 
Life with the Life Association of Am- 
erica, is declared to be without foun- 
dation, in fact, the operating methods 
of the two organizations make consoli- 


dation impossible, even were it desira- 
ble. 





Will Enter Other States 

The Ohio State Life, which at pres- 
ent is operating in Ohio and Indiana, 
is planning to enter 
Tennessee and Illinois at an early date. 
It proposes to sell some stock in each 
state before it enters for business, how- 
ever. The company’s authorized capi- 
tal is $500,000, of which $100,000 is paid 
up. This is mostly held by 250 stock- 
holders scattered all over Ohio, and 
they are found to exert a strong influ- 
ence in the company’s behalf. The 
company uoes not sell stock in connec- 
tion with insurance, but endeavors to 
place the stock in the hands of promin- 
ent citizens in different localities, whose 
influence will be of advantage. Vice- 
President Williams was in Chicago last 
week looking over the field with a view 
to getting men to sell $25,000 or $30,000 
in stock in Illinois. The stock will be 
sold at 50 percent above par. 





Mutual Reserve and Mississippi 

Commissioner Cole, of Mississippi, 
has been made acquainted with the 
Mutual Reserve Life’s version of its 
refusal to pay the claim of Eliza J. 
Saunders, of Vicksburg, for which ac- 
tion its license to operate in the state 
was revoked, and the chances are that 
the recalled authority will again be 
granted. 

Officials of the company state that 
the claimant filed notice of suit with 
an agent that had long since left its 
employ, and that having no knowledge 
of the litigation, judgment was taken 
against it by default. Collection of the 
judgment in turn was placed by the 
attorneys for the plaintiff in the hands 
of New York city lawyers, who failed 
to communicate with the Mutual Re- 
serve. The first intimation had by the 
company of the case was the cancella- 
tion of its license by Commissioner 
Cole, a step he was compelled to take 
under the laws of his state.

Drastic South Dakota Law 

Under the new law of South Dakota 
section 695, in part, reads as follows: 

When the net cash value of all policies in 
force exceeds the amount of securities deposited 
with the proper authorities of the principal 
place of business of the company, the commis- 
sioner shall require additional securities of such 


excess to be deposited before he issues his cer- 
tificate of authority. 


Responding to an inquiry as to the 
proper construction of the above law, 
Commissioner of Insurance Basford 
held: 


The import of the statute would seem to be a 
demand that there should be maintained with 
the qesper authorities either in iw state or in 
the home state of the in 
acceptable securities equal to the emount of val- 
uation of outstanding policies as ascertained by 
the American experience table of mortality and 
4% percent interest. 


This will force practically all 
companies from the state.

Heinze Had Slight Connection 

The connection of F. A. Heinze with 
the Provident Savings Life was a slight 
one. He owned only one share of stock. 
When Timothy L. Woodruff sold his 
interest in the company it went to the 
Thomases, but the company has no 
money deposited in any bank associated 
with the Thomases. 

It was brought out this week that 
$465,000 of the funds of the Provident 
Savings were deposited in four banks 
controlled by E. R. and O. F. Thomas. 
Tt was barely saved from the crash, as 
it was deposited in the Chemical Na- 
tional but a few days ago. 

An interesting feature in the sale of 
the Provident Savings stock to parties 
owing the Pennsylvania Mutual Life is 
the fact that the deal was put through 
before the Heinze-Morse-Thomas cop- 
per corner failed. The Thomases have 
not transferred the Provident Savings 
stock to the purchasers, although about 
$500,000 was advanced. It is said the 
Thomases put up the stock for collat- 
eral and have not been able yet to re- 
lease it. It is said the Thomases owned 
about 1,000 shares.

AMONG CASUALTY AGENTS 


IN CHICAGO SURETY OFFICES 











Managers Are Not Much Worried Over 
the Possible Effects of Present 
Financial Conditions 





While surety officials in New York 
have been somewhat worried over the 
possible effects of the recent financial 
upheaval in that city and have taken 
counsel together as to the best course 
to pursue in case trouble should arise, 
the situation has caused Chicago man- 
agers very little anxiety. There is no 
fear of losses under depository bonds 
in Chicago, as the Chicago banks are 
in a very strong condition. The depos- 
itory business of Chicago is compara- 
tively small anyway, the bonds to pro- 
tect city funds being the chief ones 
outstanding. 

Managers state that no fidelity losses 
have been reported which would appear 
to be the result of present financial 
conditions. There may be a few losses 
on men who have taken flyers on stocks 
and lost, but not many such losses are 
expected. As one manager said re- 
cently, the men who steal because of 
losses in speculation are generally not 
bonded. For the most part they are 
men high enough up in the confidence 
of their employers so that it is not 
thought necessary to bond them. The 
heaviest fidelity losses come when 
times are hard, salaries are being cut 
and men are being discharged, and such 
times do not exist at present. 

What little anxiety exists in Chicago 
appears to be over the future of some 
of the prominent contractors. It is 
understood that some of them are car- 
rying as heavy loads as their financial 
capacity will stand, and there is a little 
fear that, through their inability to get 
ready money, they may have to default 
on some of their contracts. 


What is bothering some of the Chi- 
cago surety managers is the prospect 
that after the first of the year they will 
not have as large capacity as they have 
had this year. Unless there is a marked 
unward tendency in the security mar- 
ket, most companies are likely to show 
a bad shrinkage in surplus. As the size 
of bonds they can execute under the 
10 percent rule is dependent upon their 
capital and surplus, the prospects are 
that they will have to reduce their max- 
imums after their next statements. 


The plan of increasing the capital 
stock of the Illinois Surety to $500,000 
has practically been dropped for the 
present, pending a return of normal 
conditions in the money market. Pres- 





ident Blount had expected to have the 
increase made in time to appear in the 
annual statement, but this would re- 
quire considerable exertion under pres- 
ent conditions, and as the increase is 
not necessary at this time, it does not 
appear advisable to make the effort. 

The appointment of a Chicago man- 
ager for the Metropolitan Surety is 
scarcely likely for some time yet. While 
the office is doing consideraple busi- 
ness, it is on a bedrock basis at pres- 
ent. Most of those who were closely 
attached to Mr. Ayres have made other 
connections and new men have not yet 
been put in their places. Sunerintend- 
ent of Agents Miller, who is in charge 
of the office, has practically to build 
up a new agency in Chicago. 





Novel Accident Paper 

The United States Health & Acci- 
dent of Saginaw, Mich., is now issuing 
a six-page paper of daily newspaper 
size and style. It is published once a 
month and is devoted to news articles 
as to accidents, claims the company 
has paid and comment on accident and 
health insurance. It is a distinctive 
feature and so far as known it is the 
only paper of its kind published. It is 
called the Accident Age. 


Norwich & London’s Policies 

The Norwich & London Accident’s 
health policy pays double indemnity 
while an assured is confined in an in- 
corporated hospital for a surgical op- 
eration. The theory, of course, is that 
the patient will receive better care 
while in a good hospital and the in- 
demnity period will thus be shortened 

Two-fifths of the weekly indemnity 
is paid during the convalescing period. 
The premium on a preferred risk be- 
tween ages 18 and 45 is $7 for each $5 
per week indemnity; $8 from ages 45 
to 50; $10 from ages 50 to 60. Health 
risks are rated at three different prem- 
iums according to class. 

Its disability policy sells for $60 up 
to age 50 and $70 to age 60. It gives 
both the accumulation and beneficiary 
features in this policy and its regular 
$25 accident policy. For death from 
sunstroke, freezing, hydrophobia, gas 
or poison it pays $5,000. 





Contractors’ Liability Slack 

Liability offices whose business is 
largely with contractors are in some 
instances reporting a marked falling off 
in business at present. The stringency 
in the money market, making it impos- 
sible to let large contracts, is the cause 
to which the slackness is attributed. 
Some liability men scarcely look for 
much improvement in this direction be- 
fore next spring, as it is now getting 
so late in the season that work on 
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some classes of contracts could not be 
done advantageously, even if it should 
shortly become possible to get money 
more readily. 





Heinze Interest is Sold 

The Heinze interest has been elim- 
inated from the Aetna Indemnity. It 
disposed of its copper securities a few 
weeks ago. A. P. Heinze has retired 
as president and his stock has been pur- 
chased by strong financial interests. 
The Heinze directors retire and new 
ones representing the new controlling 
interest take their places. 

F. D. Kilburn, former New York su- 
perintendent of banks, has been elected 
president. 





Secretary Keelor Resigns 

Secretary R. S. Keelor, of the Phila- 
delphia Casualty, has resigned. In 
speaking of his plans Dr. Keelor said: 

“In pursuance of plans inaugurated 
some months since, I shall leave here 
on Tuesday next for Sanford, Fla., 
where I have property interests and 
where I contemplate the enjoyment of 
a vacation of about two months (the 
first in eight years), after which I shall 
expect to return to the casualty insur- 
ance business, but having at this time 
no fully developed plans I cannot make 
a definite announcement.” 





Will Enter Other States 

The National Fidelity & Casualty of 
Omaha, recently incorporated with a 
capital stock of $100,000, proposes to 
do a general casualty business, includ- 
ing fidelity and surety. The company 
will enter a number of states, and in 
states which require a surety company 
to have $200,000 capital, if possible, will 
get license to do other lines than surety 
and fidelity. 





Wiltsie Goes to Cincinnati 

Irving L. Wiltsie, for some time sec- 
retary of the Lesle H. Webb Company 
of Cleveland, has been employed as 
manager of the S. M. Ferris Agency, 
general agents of the Casualty Com- 
pany of America and the National 
Surety at Cincinnati. Mr. Wiltsie is an 
excellent liability man and is also well 
up in all other branches of the casualty 
business. This is the second man grad- 
uated from the Webb agency to other 
cities within the past year. 





Accident Insurance Permitted 

The attorney-general of Colorado has 
given an opinion on the meaning of 
the law passed by the last legislature 
prohibiting the insurance of the lives 
of children under 15 years of age, in 
which he holds that the law does not 
prevent the insurance of children 
against accidents. 





Insurance on Messengers 
The Ocean Accident & Guarantee is 
making a drive in the insurance of 
messengers who are entrusted with the 


handling of money for banks, mer- 
chants, manufacturers, railroad, ex-

Element Wants War Stopped 

_ There is an element—a strong one— 

in both the Indiana State Board and 
Indiana League membership using 
strenuous efforts to stop the slaughter 
at Bluffton and in other cities where it 
shows indications of breaking out. The 
Indiana League had one of the warm- 
est and longest sessions in its history 
this week, preceding a meeting of the 
joint committee of the two organiza- 
tions. It is not said what the league 
did. Apparently the chief business in 
hand: was to give its representatives on 
the joint committee instructions pre- 
paratory to the meeting of that com- 
mittee. The upshot was, however, that 
no instructions were given, the commit- 
tee being left to act unrestricted and 
with full power. The committee is to 
report to another meeting of the league. 
A puzzling feature of the efforts at 
joint action, league members say, is 
that on the important rate question is- 
sues that are to be settled the state 
board or its committees have no power 
to act. One element of the league is 


therefor opposed to joint meetings, |- 


contending that they must be futile 
under present conditions. 


Situation at Bluffton 

Bluffton, Ind., Oct. 30.—(Special)—So 
far as the rate situation is concerned, 
there is no change at Bluffton. It was 
reported that Secretary McBeth of the 
state board had sent orders to the war- 
ring agencies at Bluffton to suspend the 
cutting of rates but this is denied. The 
most significant accomplishment of the 
union forces here since the fight began 
is the consolidation of three union 
agencies into one strong agency, the 
Union Savings & Trust Company. The 
two merged into this one are the Ben- 
jamin F. Buckner agency and the Ri- 
near agency, the latter having only the 
Hartford’s supplies. This, it is said, 
will give the union forces an aggressive 
leader in a territory that is largely non- 
union. Among the stockholders in the 
Union Savings & Trust Company, it is 
said, are the two presidents and two 
vice-presidents of the two local banks 
and thirty-five of the representative 
business men of the city. 

Resolutions by Business Men 

At a meeting of business men of 
Bluffton last Friday night resolutions 
were adopted condemning the union 
companies on the ground that they 
desire to ruin non-union competition 
and then raise rates. Mayor Hamilton 
was one of the speakers. Many said 
they would not cancel their insurance, 
but took additional policies at very low 
rates from union companies. 

What a Local Agent Says 

One man in commenting on the 
Bluffton situation says: 

“The question is all over the adoption 
of the new tariff. Our city was rerated 
during the past summer. under the Dean 
schedule, which increases some of our 
rates and in a great many instances 
reduces others. We have had two lo- 
cal board meetings and each time re- 
sulting in nothing, so faras to adopt- 
ing the new rates. 


The statement | 
is made that the nonunion men can not | 
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“The union agents are favorable to the 
adoption of the rates, but the nonunion 
agents are opposed to it. Our city pa- 
pers have had considerable to say 
about the affair, the articles are all on 
the side of the nonunion companies and 
the tirade seems to be very greatly in 
favor of the nonunion side. 

“My agency is anxious to see the new 
rates promulgated. The fight has mostly 
been carried on by the field men. As 
far as I am personally concerned, I 
want to see the thing fought to a finish. 
About 75 to 80 percent of the business 
of this city is written by the nonunion 
conipanies. It is a great Ohio Farm- 
er’s town, but it is my Opinion that 
when the smoke clears away it will be 
a great victory for the union compan- 
ies.” 

Charge Against Union Specials 

The claim has been made by non- 
union men that the rates at Bluffton 
were opened not so much because the 
new rates would not be adopted, but 
to give the union companies a chance 
to break up a nonunion town and cor- 
ral some business. This is denied by 
the union specials. 

As Viewed from Muncie 

Muncie, Ind., Oct. 29.—(Special)— 
The feelifig in this city regarding the 
adoption of the new rates is very strong 
and bitter, especially against the gov- 
erning committee of the union. One of 
the agents, in expressing the agency 
view of the city, said: 

At the time the flat advance was applied after 
the San Francisco fire a committee of our local 
agents went to Chicago to confer with the gov- 
erning committee regarding the flat advance and 
asking to be relieved of it. The governing com- 
mittee told our committee that if our local 
board would adopt resolutions asking that the 
advance be waived until such time as the town 
could be re-rated the advance would be called 
off. We did this under the condition that an 
approved schedule, meaning theteby a schedule 
approved both by thé union and nonunion com- 
panies and in the interest of harmony the _ad- 
vance would be appl uritil it was called off all 
over the state. 

In March in this year we received the new 
Dean rates and we ve been told that we 
asked the governing committee to re-rate the 
town under the Dean schedule, which is not 
true at all. After receiving the new rates sec- 
retary McBeth of the Indiana State Board 
came here and at a meeting of eur local board 
told us that unless we adopted the rates the 


we would have to resort to harsh meth- 
s. 


Local Committee Was Appointed 
After he had told us this we appointed a com- 


mittee to take up the matter and make compari- 
sons and investigations. ¢ committee formu- 


lated a report after going over the various risks 
° town and recommended that the local 
boatd adopt the rates subject to certain condi- 
tions whith the committee believed were fair and 
just. @ local board Ly this report and a 
copy. was sent to the Indiana State Board and 
the Indiana League. The reply that we received 


from the state board was that the rates must be 
adopted by Oct. 20 or rates would be off. On 
the Monday following we understood that at a 
joint committee meeting of the two clubs cer- 
tain resolutions were agreed upon and we sup- 
posed that our action was to receive some con- 
sideration from the companies. 

On Wednesday of last week some of the union 
special agents came to Muncie telling their 
agents that the rates must be adopted or the 
companies would take measures to enforce them. 

Had to Adopt the Rates 

Our agents here were all pledged to write no 
cut rate business, but after receivng assurances 
that a rate war would be precipitated we agreed 
to adopt rates to go into effect Nov. 1. We

State of Pennsylvania, of which companies you 

are president. 
Charges Incorrect Statement 

When your statement for 1906 was made to 
this department your signature was on this 
contract making your surplus a specific and di- 
rect liability. In answer to my interrogatories, 
you promptly admitted that this contract acted 
as a direct lien upon your surplus. And yet 
with both you and your secretary having this 
knowledge you made an affidavit and signed it, 
which is a part of your last annual statement, 
in which you said that the “above described as- 
sets are the absolute property of the said com- 
pany free and clear from any liens or claims 
thereon, except as above stated. You and 
your secretary swore to this, although your as- 
sets contain an item of over $125,000 which 
ou knew at that time belonged to the General 
Trust Company. ] : 

The result of your action has been to mis- 
state your financial condition to this and other 
departments and to the public, and to cause me 
to issue your company a certificate of authority 
to do business in this state, in which I officially 
announced that you had complied with the laws 
of this state. 


License Is Revoked 


The Colorado insurance department has joined 
other departments in oneeting as lenient a course 
as the law would permit in dealing with the fire 
companies which suffered such extraordinary 
losses in the San Francisco conflagration. Every 
company that has shown a disposition to act 
fairly in readjusting its finances has been given 
an opportunity to do so. But this desire to as- 
sist does not go to the extent of permitting 
companies to conceal their liabilities or to leave 
them off their annual statements, as you have 
done; nor does it justify the department in 
overlooking this contract, which virtually forces 
the impairment of your capital. 

In view of these facts I am forced to con- 
clude that your company has failed to comply 
with the law, that it is in an unsound and im- 
paired condition, and that this condition is such 
as to render your operations hazardous to the 
public and to the policyholders, and your license 
is, therefore, revoked, in accordance with the 
duty placed upon the commissioner in section 15 
of the insurance laws.

is 10, 25 and 40 cents for one, three 
and five years; on apartments 15, 37 
and 60 cents. On frames the rate is 16, 
40 and 64 cents for one, three and five 
years; for apartments 20, 50 and 80 
cents. 3 

‘Use of the 80 percent coinsurance 
clause is required. An allowance of 10 
percent for the 100 percent clause is 
given. The contents rate is 50 cents 
for three years, also with use of the 80 
percent clause. The commission al- 
lowed on the business is 25 percent. 

St. Louis 


In St. Louis the rate on a brick is 15 
cents, and 25 cents on contents. If 
situated on unpaved or inaccessible 
streets add 10 cents. The rate on a de- 
tached frame is 50 cents, contents the 
same. If these are two in a row the 
rate is 60 cents. Ten cents is added 
for each extra frame in a row. Fif- 
teen cents is added for unpaved or in- 
accessible streets. 

Cincinnati 

The rate on a brick with approved 
roof in Cincinnati is 20 cents; with 
shingle roof, 25 cents. There are no 
exposure charges on brick. On de- 
tached frames the rate is 25 cents with 
approved roof and 30 cents with shin- 
gle roof. The rates on frames exposed 
within 20 feet on one side is 30 and 35 
cents according to roof. For exposure 
on two sides the rate is 35 and 40. 

On contents of bricks according to 
roof the rate is 35 and 40 cents. On 
contents of detached frames 40 and 45 
cents. When exposed on one side the 
contents rate on frames is 45 and 50 
cents; where exposed on two sides 50 
and 55 cents.

In Baltimore the rate on brick or 
stone is 25 cents, and on frame 40 cents. 
Rate on contents in either is 40 cents. 
Boston 
_ Rates in Boston on frame dwellings 
in suites of three or less are 25, 50 and 





75 cents for one, three and five years; 
on bricks 17, 34 and 50 cents. 

Buildings containing more than three 
suites are rated as apartment houses, 
while those having stores on the first 
or other floors are rated according to 
the nature of the occupancies. 

St. Paul and Minneapolis 

Rates on single bricks in St. Paul and 
Minneapolis are 30 cents; on veneer 35 
cents; on frame, 40 cents. On double 
bricks 40 cents, double veneer 45, dou- 
ble frame 50. On brick block of three, 
the rate is 50 cents, veneer 55, frame 60. 

For dwelling or private barn ex- 
posure within 10 feet add 10 cents to 
the rate, over 10 feet and under 20 feet 
add 5 cents. 

Chicago 

In Chicago the rate on brick dwell- 
ings and contents is 30 cents. On de- 
tached frames and contents (50 feet all 
directions), 50 cents; 25 feet in all di- 
rections, 60 cents; detached 50 feet on 
one side, 60 cents; all other frames not 
less than 75 cents. On brick veneer 
dwellings and contents the rate is 40 
cents; dwellings plastered with tile or 
other noncombustible roof are rated at 
40 cents. Dwellings in part brick and 
frame shall rate as frame, subject to 
survey and rating by the board. Dwell- 
ings brick veneered on all sides to be 
considered as brick dwellings in figur- 
ing exposures. Brick dwellings or 
dwellings brick veneered on all sides, 
or brick buildings and private barns 
and outbuildings on the same premises 
or in the rear of adjoining lots or 
buildings, not considered as exposures. 
Streets, without reference to their 
width, to be considered as cutting off 
charge for exposure. 

Indianapolis 

The rate on a detached brick resi- 
dence in Indianapolis is 30 cents; ex- 
posed on one side or both sides with- 
in 30 feet, 35 cents. The rate on a 
brick dwelling in blocks, shingle roof, 
with division walls running through 
the roof is 40 cents. Five cents 
is deducted for an approved roof. 
Where the walls run to the roof the 
rate is 45 cents. 

The rate on a detached frame is 40 
cents; exposed on one or two sides 
within 30 feet, 50 cents. The rate on a 
double occupancy detached frame is 50 
cents and 10 cents is added for ex- 
posure. 

New Orleans 

Rates on frame and brick dwelling 
risks are open in New Orleans and each 
company writes at rates which seem to 
it satisfactory. The Louisiana Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau issues what is known 
as “basic cost” or advisory rates cov- 
ering both dwellings and mercantiles 
in the towns outside of New Orleans, 
and in New Orleans the same informa- 
tion is furnished as regards special 
hazards and mercantiles, but not on 
dwellings, the rates on which are en- 
tirely in the discretion of the respective 
companies. 

Denver 

The rates on a brick dwelling in Den- 
ver with approved roof is 30 cents; 
with shingle roof 40 cents. The rate 
on a frame dwelling is 50 cents.

be sufficient that reasonable accumula- 
tions could be made to provide for these 
contingencies, which occur at regular in- 
tervals. 

I again repeat that rates are too low 
and not too high. For a fire insurance 
company to cut a rate should be equiv- 
alent to cutting its throat, and should 
be prohibited by. law.

The laws of Kansas and of the other 
states very properly require fire insur- 
ance companies to maintain a reserve. 
This would be absolutely meaningless 
and without force and effect unless ade- 
quate rates were collected. A fire insur- 
ance company that collected a rate 50 per- 
cent less than it should be, would neces- 





sarily have its reserve depleted to the 
same extent. The reserve is a protection 
to the policy holders. Inadequate rates 
will result in inadequate reserves. 

Fire insurance is not a commodity, but 
modern conditions have made it a neces- 
sity. In place of rate wars there should 
be rate uniformity and cooperation. This 
would result in cheaper rates and would 
be a fulfillment of the noble and generous 
purposes which originally inspired the 
organization of fire insurance companies 
where the many contribute to assuage 
the misfortunes of the few. In place of 
offering encouragement to companies 
without assets and integrity, the various 
insurance departments do and should fur- 
ther promote the financial integrity of 
the institutions which bear the burdens 
of taxation and comply with the laws 
of the respective states. Companies that 
disregard the statutes of the state occupy 
the same relation to the laws as the Kan- 
sas jointist. 

This is the logical condition which 
should exist between fire insurance com- 
panies and the public, and which will 
prevail before many years.

Mr. Shera charged that the laws were 
cunningly drawn by friends of the old 
line companies with a view to shutting 
out the assessment companies. Super- 
intendent Vorys, who sat with the com- 
mittee, asked Mr. Shera a great many 
questions concerning the reliable basis 
which he claimed now for assessment 
companies such as he represented. Mr. 
Shera claimed that the 28 years of test 
that had been given it by the Bankers 
Life was sufficient to prove the plan 
safe and that it could be depended upon 
as implicitly as the plans of the old 
line companies. M. W. McCoy of the 
National Life, who was present, came 
to Mr. Shera’s aid in an address that 
was not on the program. 

President Baldwin Talks 

The addresses of the day were 
brought to a close by W. C. Baldwin, 
president of the Pittsburg Life and 
Trust, who attacked the practice of sell- 
ing stock of life companies with their 
policies, and also opposed the proposed 
restriction of compensation to officers 
of life companies. 

Will Meet Again Nov. 12 


The legislative committee adjourned 
this evening to Nov. 12, when it will 
hear arguments on taxation of invest- 
ments. 

The committee decided today to re- 
consider its bill adopted at the last 
meeting to prevent the issuing of both 
participating and non-participating pol- 
icies by the same company and instead 
declared in favor of a bill requiring 
companies issuing both kinds of poli- 
cies to present separate exhibits of the 
business in their annual reports. It also 
declared in favor of a bill permitting in- 
surance companies to invest in mort- 
gages on perpetual leases; a bill mak- 
ing the reserve of companies a liability 
to be deducted in the tax returns, and a 
bill abolishing the so-called burial asso- 
ciations. 

Stands Firm for Annual Dividends 

The committee refused to recede 
from its determination to demand an- 
nual dividends, but will recommend that 
the legislature allow the dividends on 
renewable term policies to be deferred 
to the end of the term and paid on the 
condition that the policy is renewed 
and be made payable only by credits on 
renewal premiums.

C. Baldwin, president of the Pittsburg 
Life & Trust; R. L. Cox, secretary of 
the Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents; President Clark, General 
Counsel Ramsey and E. T. Williams of 
the Union Central; Dr. Felix G. Cross, 
president of the Columbia Life, and R. 
F. Reinmund, secretary of the Midland 
Mutual of Columbus. 


POINTERS 


FOR LOCAL AGENTS. 














A merchant on one of our promi- 
inent streets was making extensive al- 
terations. I happened to pass and hav- 
ing a policy on the premises dropped in 
and suggested that he have a permit. 
“What do I want a permit for?” he 
said; “I called up a couple of agents, 
who have some of my insurance and 
told them I was going to make some 
repairs. They asked me how long I 
would be at it. I said thirty days. 
They said, go ahead. Your policy 
om you thirty days for alterations.” 

hinking they might have attached a 
special permit, I asked to see the poli- 
cies in order that I might correct 
mine. “No such permit,” he said, “the 
printed portion of the policy allows 


thirty days.” I said no and read the 
permit which allowed fifteen days. He 
says there are two classes of men 
who don’t know anything about their 
business, one is the advertising man 
and the other is the insurance agent. I 
asked him why he did not employ men 
who did in both cases. He had noth- 
‘ing further to say—Local Agent. ’ 

The secretary of a company in writ- 
ing to agents says: 

“It is not an uncommon thing for 
this company to receive from our agents 
information in regard to risks of their 
own writing with suggestions that in 
their opinion the company should can- 
cel. We do not need to tell you how 
much we appreciate this, not only be- 
cause of the money it undoubtédly 
saves us, but also because of the atti- 
tude of the agent who is not willing 
the company remain on a poor risk, 
even though he may be the gainer 
thereby in the way of commissions.” 


The following points are covered in 
the blank used by the Des Moines fire 
marshal in reporting on business blocks, 
etc., and may be valuable to local agents 
who are not experienced in making in- 
spections, as guides to what they should 
look out for in risks:

Question—Can you inform me whether 
there is any form in use covering as a 
floater on samples of a traveling sales- 
man? 

ANSWER—Such hazard is assumed by 
some of the companies, while others do 
not write the class. One of the most 
prominent companies writes the business 
under the following form: \ 

“$—— On merchandise and trunks or 
packages containing same, while in charge 
of traveling salesmen, while traveling in 
any part of the United States, except 
the place of business of the assured in 


“It is understood that, in no event, shall 
this company be considered as insuring 
to exceed $500 in any one locality, under 
all of -its policies (collectively) covering 
the property, and its liability under all of 
its policies (collectively) in any one lo- 
cality is limited to said $500. 

“It is understood that, in event of loss 
or damage, and by reason of such loss or 
damage, the assured acquires a right of 
action against any individual, firm or cor- 





poration for damage to such property 





above described, said assured shall assign 
and transfer such claim to this company. 

“If, at the time of the fire, the whole 
amount of insurance on the property 
above described shall be less than 100 


per cent of the actual cash value thereof, | 


this company shall, in case of loss or 
damage, be liable for only such portion 
of such loss or damage as the amount in- 
sured under such item shall bear to tle 
said 100 per cent of the actual cash value 
of the property covered by this policy.” 


Question.—If I issue a_ policy on 
household furniture contained in the sec- 
ond story of a brick or trame mercantile 
building, for which I, as a graded com- 
mission agent, receive but 15 percent com- 
mission, what commission would I be 
entitled to, for the unexpired term of 
policy, were it transferred to cover, in a 
dwelling? 

ANSWER.—You would be entitled to 25 
percent, or an additional 10 percent for 
the time policy covers in the dwelling, 
but the chances are the rate would be so 
much lower in new location that you 
would be compelled to pay the assured 
return premium, and the return com- 
mission due the company by this reduc- 
tion in rate would more than offset any 
difference in your rate of compensation. 
The better way to handle such a case 
is to cancel policy pro rata (scarcely 
legitimate, but generally accepted with- 
out comment) and issue a new, straight 
term contract, in new location, 
which you may charge 25 percent com- 
mission,

pany’s attorney urged this fact as ex- 
emption from liability. “I cannot see 
that it makes any difference if the west 
side of the street is named instead of 
the east side,” said the court, “so long 
as there was no other property close 
by on which the plaintiff carries in- 
surance in the same company and with 
which this might be confused.”
